This book perhaps might 
have been more properly called “School Discipline, 
Religion, and Character” for religious point view 
fundamental, the warp and woof Sister Jutta’s 
discussion.

Could 
only put our knowledge form that could 
readily understood, make available all who teach, 
and have them read understandingly and apply 
intelligently, truly, then, would the words the intro- 
duction come true: moral revolution. education 
would ensue the ideas this book were followed 
every parochial and public-school classroom this 
country. The mental health the population, its 
happiness, its energy for constructive, useful service 
would greatly improve, less certainly than the 
moral revolution, and part it.” 

The problem discipline conceived this book 
not merely its general, but its intimate day-by- 
day contacts. Case study after case study recited 
reveal the problems all their concreteness and 
reality. One feels throughout deep sense for the 
human relationship thus concretely pictured. The 
problems are conceived not merely terms the 
“order the schoolroom,” but the ultimate welfare 
the children; they are conceived not merely con- 
formity teacher’s authority, but formative the 
soul youngster during his whole life with eternity 
peeping through.

the case studies this book alone were presented, 
the book would contribution educational 
literature. 

this point, especially noteworthy the revela- 
tion teachers through the eyes the children. 
What infinite satisfaction must teachers 
have their students say them: 


This Sister made you feel ashamed wrong without 
saying word. (11 years old.) 

Whenever any had difficulty with anything, she helped 
out kindness. When she passed you, warmth and love 
once entered your heart, and even the most cold-hearted 
child was warmed her presence. Her very voice was sooth- 
ing. (13 years old.) 


And Browning’s benediction sun and moon and 
stars reality one schoolroom: “When she 
smiles like the sun, moon, and stars.” And catch 
the almost Elizabethan note joy “Gosh, what 
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teacher!” the following youngster waxes enthu- 
siastic about his teacher: 


certain teacher liked because she always had some new 
plan carrying the day’s lessons. can tell you these 
lessons were anything but dry. After lessons always had 
jolly time telling stories, playing games, etc. Boy! liked 
that! When boy was hurt and the blood was flowing freely, 
that teacher never lost control herself just because she saw 
red. When fellow got into trouble, she didn’t say, ‘you are 
impossible,’ but she made you think that the class depended 
you, and you didn’t behave the class would lost. 

Gosh, what teacher! (Eighth-grade boy, years old.) 


And the other hand, what sorrow, what pain, 
what mental anguish and moral disintegration falls 
the wake teachers “who know not what they 
do.” Imagine the result being under teacher, “in 
whose heart,” the language pupil, “sympathy 
lay unmeasured distances deep and fathomless 
interstellar spaces.” The cosmic imagination could 
further describing that terrible condition, 
and perhaps the words Christ should not for- 
gotten this “But that shall scandalize 
one these little ones that believe Me, were 
better for him that millstone should hanged about 
his neck, and that should drowned the depth 
the sea.” (Matt. xviii. 6.) 

The statement not exaggeration beyond the 
facts. Here the record presented from the depths 
the human heart. Note the result the teacher’s 
inexcusable, “Take that brat home”; the effect 
calling the children heads,” and other 
names; while etched forever for teacher and parent, 
the mangled soul youngster who had done his 
best the highest love and service for his mother, 
yet received answer her perhaps merely thoughtless, 
“Ts that all!” 

sensitive childhood, expectant, eager, and 
frail! Yet adults, teachers, and parents destroy 
with their devastating thoughtlessness and worse, the 
soul children. The responsibility the teacher is, 

the genuine meaning the word, awful responsi- 
bility, and any lapse fraught with tragic well 
soul-inspiring results for all life. The words from 
Kipling’s “Baa Baa, Black Sheep,” should echo 
every teacher’s soul: 

“When young lips have drunk deep the bitter 
waters Hate, Suspicion, and Despair, all the love 
the world will not wholly take away that knowl- 
edge; though may turn darkened eyes for while 
the light and teach Faith where Faith was.” 
(Under the Deodars, 274.) And against this, one 
cannot but recall the transforming influence right 
human relations with child, shown Eppe’s in- 
fluence Silas Marner George Eliot’s novel. 

the conception the child which 
underlies school discipline vital importance, 
Francis Thompson’s answer his essay Shelley: 


have spirit yet streaming from the waters 
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believe belief; little that the elves can reach 
whisper your ear; turn pumpkins into coaches 
and mice into horses, lowness into loftiness, and nothing into 
everything, for each child has its fairy godmother its own 
soul; live nutshell and count yourself the kind 


“To see world grain sand, 
And heaven wild flower, 

Hold infinity the palm your hand, 
And eternity hour.” 


But even finer than that the spirit love 
the Master, ‘Suffer little children come unto 
and forbid them not, for such the Kingdom 
Heaven.’ And embracing them, and laying His hands 
upon them blessed them.” The child expected 
respond the highest; faith mark the teach- 
er’s love. The child immortal 
soul, freighted with eternal destiny, not putty, not 
thing, not means. person the finest 
sensitiveness and sensibilities, ready rise the 
heights “of glorious possibilities” the human nature 
which shares, the teacher will but lead, better, 
show the way. 

From this point view and this spirit more 
comprehensive view the problems and methods 
school discipline presented than available any 
other book. teacher parent head orphan 
asylum anyone who has deal with children 
any capacity, having read this book, can fail have 
better and higher conception her service, her 
responsibility, and her opportunity. one can help 
but feel enhancement enrichment her own 
personality such work; one can help see 
“better world than this,” with happy children more 
nearly achieving the full dignity human life. 
one all who reads this book can help but grate- 
ful Sister Jutta for number things: 


For its high conception our common human nature. 

For its record the response this human nature 
human treatment and the sense gratitude which feels 
those who helped the way life. 

For the high and worthy conception teaching and 
child-guidance generally. 

For the raising discipline major influence the 
children, instead regarding order the schoolroom. 

For the new emphasis “constructive discipline” in- 
stead repressing and inhibiting procedures. 

For the definite relating discipline the ultimate edu- 
cational ends. 

For the utilization the literary presentation child- 
hood source guidance teachers. 

For the recognition the tremendous power per- 
sonality teacher, while the same time stressing the 
truth that mere response personality not adequate 
basis for discipline, education, morality. 

For adequate evaluation the routine and factors 
discipline with very incisive group practical sugges- 
tions for mechanizing the routine factors, and relating 
the moral factors education.

Devotion the Sacraments 
Sister Godfrey, S.S.N.D. 


Editor's Nete. Sister Godfrey presents in this paper, read at the New 
Orleans Convention of the N.C.E.A., some stimulating thoughts on culti- 
vating devotion to the sacraments of penance and Holy Communion. Sug- 
gestive as to method, the article is more valuable as inspiration. Father 
Sullivan, in his discussion of Sister Godfrey’s paper makes three very 
important points: (1) the danger of children falling into a habit of routine 
in the reception of the sacraments; (2) the grievous error of attempting 
to make children pious by exaggerating to terrible enormity many of their 
little faults; and (3) the danger developing scrupulosity, that 
gion becomes an agony and the love of God a nightmare.” 


HERE can that our Catholic schools 
primarily lead our children God. 

Hence, besides the training the intellect, our 
teaching must extend the higher, spiritual life 
the soul. But the sacraments are the most effective 
means stimulate and strengthen this life. Insofar, 
therefore, we, Catholic educators, are succeeding 
cultivating devotion the sacraments, insofar are 
fitting our boys and girls for the fuller, richer life 
grace and for the Kingdom God. 

sacraments, mean here the sacraments 
penance and Holy Eucharist being the two sacra- 
ments most frequently received pupils adolescent 
age. “cultivating devotion” understand “creat- 
ing liking for, leaning toward the sacraments, 
desire” receive them frequently and worthily. 

Undoubtedly, the first and best means inculcat- 
ing devotion the sacraments convince our 
young people the sublimity, the necessity, and the 
effectiveness confession and Communion. Youth 
loves the beautiful, the sublime. allows itself 
influenced truth and power. Now, the sacraments 
are sublime their divine institution, their intrinsic 
efficacy, the power they possess raising man from 
the grosser and more sensual level nature the 
higher and spiritual plane the supernatural. 

The Catholic world gives evidence its estimation 
the Holy Eucharist the many sacrifices brings 
erect for our Eucharistic King the costliest homes, 
the homage and respect pays Him His 
Sacramental Presence, and the many possessions, 
pilgrimages, meets, and grand Eucharistic Congresses 
through which hopes promote devotion the 
Holy Eucharist, this sublime center all liturgical 
worship, the Alpha and Omega all religious life. 

convince our Catholic youth the need and 


importance devotion the sacraments this age 
free thought, free speech, free love, and free stand- 
ards morality, need but refer them the papal 
decree Pope Pius blessed memory frequent 
and daily Communion. The fact that this decree was 
issued our own day proof that the boy and 
girl today need confession and Communion 
special means preserve them from the peculiar 
dangers our times. 

Now, confession the most powerful correction 
evil, and Holy Communion the surest safeguard 
virtue. Ask many youth and maiden what persuades 
them leave their warm beds cold wintry mornings 
the 5:30 Mass and they will tell you 
their tabernacle King they are interested in, most 
emphatically interested in. Ask the still young, truly 
Christian mother whence comes her strength stand 
her life daily toil, manage family six 
more children and she will tell you from her 
daily Mass and Communion. among 
working Catholic girls our department stores, where 
the hours are long, the work wearing, and the wages 
low; out among our Catholic men who live clean, 
wholesome lives despite the jeers and mockeries 
world beset with vice; the convents and ask 
our Sisters who spend their days the classroom, 
the sickbed, among God’s aged and orphan; into 
any walk life and ask those concerned where they 
gather impetus for the daily renewal incessant 
combats against the temptations that menace society 
today, and many one will point the confessional 
the Communion rail indicative the source 
from which derives this strength. 

But these effects are possible only confession and 
Communion are received with the proper disposition. 
most expedient, therefore, nay absolutely neces- 
sary, order instill devotion for the sacrament 
penance that impress our students with the great- 
ness the action which they are engaged when 
going confession. must instruct our charges 
concerning the requirements the part the peni- 
tent; above all, must stress the importance 
contrition and the purpose amendment. Prove 
them that the sacrament penance not only remits

sins, but also increases grace, and one the most 
powerful means for helping advance virtue. 
Explain them that the priest the confessional 
not only judge; also, and far deeper sense, 
physician, counselor, friend. But order en- 
able him exercise these offices their regard, they 
must make known him the spiritual maladies the 
soul, the difficulties they encounter overcome pride, 
lust, other evil tendencies, the nature the tempta- 
tions that assail them, the occasions sin caused 
the books they read, the company they keep, and 
fact, anything that has any bearing their 
spiritual life. receive the full benefit confession, 
our students should urged confession reg- 
ularly fixed intervals, and not easily change their 
confessor, for only fulfilling these conditions can 
they hope reap the full benefit spiritual direction. 
boy girl sees that the confessor takes interest 
him, will grow devotion the sacrament 
penance and will strengthened his spiritual life. 

stimulate devotion the sacrament penance 
the educator, moreover, must especially endeavor 
instill into the student strong and lively faith 
one the chief requisites for its fruitful reception. 
the student can convinced that the priest the 
confessional holds the place Christ, that telling 
him his failings tells them Christ, that Christ’s 
representative, sympathizes with human weakness 
and that what tells the penitent regard the 
sincerity his confession, the forgiveness sin, the 
means must employ overcome his faults, and the 
like, speaks with Christ’s authority, and can rely 
his judgment would that Christ Him- 
self, will make confession comparatively easy for 
him and clear away many difficulties. 

much higher sense important that our 
Catholic boys and girls learn the value frequent 
and devout Communion. the early days the 
Church, Holy Communion was received daily because 
the Christians never knew when they would perse- 
cuted. our day the danger not outward 
persecution but inward persecution, tempta- 
tion deny ashamed our faith. was 
Christ’s Presence the Sacrament the Altar that 
strengthened the early Christians, the same Presence 
will strengthen our boys and girls resist the tempta- 
tions that are sure come. 

Perhaps, too little intelligent effort being made 
convince our Catholic boys and girls that they 
wish remain pure and good this day and age, 
they not only ought but must receive Communion 
often and worthily. We, Catholic educators, must 
never tire reiterating the value the sacraments. 
must emphasize this truth not once twice but 
over and over, dozens times until written 
their very hearts and minds and leaves them rest 
till they try out. 

However, not sufficient urge the students 
Communion frequently, daily possible; they 
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should also directed receive well order 
derive the full benefit thereof. approach the Com- 
munion rail with little preparation, leave the 
church after cursory prayer thanksgiving 
certainly not pleasing our Lord. see boys and 
girls who spite frequent Communion still con- 
tinue neglect the duties their state life, 
must conclude that there something wrong their 
manner receiving. The purpose Holy Com- 
munion not primarily fill with feeling 
devotion, but help imitate our lives Him 
Whom receive. 

foster devotion the august Sacrament the 
Altar, ourselves must first all imbued with 
the sublimity the sacrament. educators must 
lovers our Eucharistic God, often found His 
Presence, speak Him our charges, and let the 
effects daily Communion shine out our own lives, 
for only then can hope impress the greatness 
and beauty the sacrament upon others. 

Then, let often talk our students the great 
love our Lord which prompted Him remain with 
us, His desire united with order help 
our trials, console and comfort sorrow, 
advise when are doubtful, sympathize 
with when need sympathy most, help 
rise after fall, our constant companion and 
friend whom can confide all our secrets. Holy 
Communion increases sanctifying grace: gives 
title actual graces needed during the course 
the day overcome temptation and practice 
the “wine from which virgins spring,” dimin- 
ishes concupiscence and thus strong antidote 
against temptations the flesh. 

thing judged its effects. Convince high- 
school student that Christ loves him, that desires 
come him Holy Communion, that His purpose 
make him nobler, sweeter, and better; that 
will protect him very specially from dangers, tempta- 
tions, that will help him his studies, advise him 
his perplexities, hand whenever needs Him, 
and will make him happy His Presence, and who 
will dare say that the doctrines will not strike home? 

Perhaps, the next best means cultivate devotion 
the sacraments inculcate devotion the Sacred 
Heart Jesus. Almighty God Himself used this means 
prepare the world which had grown lukewarm and 
weak faith for the spirit generosity and love and 
thus pave the way for the devotion the Blessed 
Sacrament. was this not the hidden, deeper signifi- 
cance the apparition our Lord St. Margaret 
Mary Alacoque, that, namely, that the world might 
consecrate itself the Sacred Heart and learn from 
this Heart those virtues humility, charity, and above 
all the spirit generosity, necessary before 
would accept the decree Holy Communion? 

Boys and girls high-school age are often not in- 
fluenced theoretical knowledge. Youth time 
deep and strong emotions; stamped with gen- 
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erosity, love; attracted qualities noblest 
man. Personality captivates and enthralls. The out- 
standing feature the religion youth intense 
love for the personality the Savior. Hence, once the 
youth has come look upon the God-man his 
personal friend with Whom may commune in- 
timately Holy Communion, Who knows and under- 
stands his changing and whims, Who feels 
with him and loves him, then will love return 
and form personal attachment his Redeemer and 
will seen often His presence. 

But confession and Communion must made easy 
for youth. Normal boys and girls don’t mind doing 
things spiritual nature provided the means 
attain the end not too hard. Their natures seek 
ease and comfort. The good must palatable. This 
brings another means cultivating devotion 
the sacraments; namely, that the priest, the dis- 
penser the sacraments, give opportunity for the 
reception the sacraments. One our famous Cath- 
olic universities boasts its thousands daily com- 
municants, but the priests this university put them- 
selves out every imaginable way facilitate the 
reception the sacraments. Perhaps, the same ac- 
commodations are not possible the parish churches 
where only one two priests are available but 
proof that even boys will pious piety not 
earned too great price. repeat, Christ needs 
priests who are willing sacrifice their time and ease 
hear confessions and distribute Holy Communion 
the accommodation our Catholic youth. 

would sad, indeed, our students would 
remain ignorant the real relation Communion 
and the Mass. must never forget that the sacra- 
ment receives its true nature from its being comple- 
ment the sacrifice. Hence, let stimulate love 
for and appreciation the Sacrifice the Mass, let 
urge frequent attendance the Mass and liturgical 
participation the sacrificial offering encouraging 
the use the missal. Devout assistance Mass 
the best preparation and thanksgiving for Holy Com- 
munion. Sentimental prayers are discouraged. 
Rather, let show them the beauty and efficacy 
such prayers those St. Thomas Aquinas, St. 
Bonaventure, St. Ambrose, and other doctors the 
Church. 

well remember that the intimate union 
formed between God and man the reception the 
Holy Eucharist endures until disrupted diminished 
sin. Hence, our thanksgiving must more than 
prayers said fifteen minutes. Like St. Aloysius, 
must Communion; i.e., make our lives one long, 
beautiful preparation and thanksgiving. 

Another point that needs stressing our day and 
which may means promoting devotion the 
Eucharist the Communion Reparation. Youth 
cannot see another distress without 
being moved compassion; still believes the 
old adage: “Do unto others you would have them 
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you.” there youth who would not give the 
last penny owned person really need, 
who would refuse word balsam heart broken 
trouble one kind another? Now, why not use 
this characteristic dominant youth and give 
spiritual significance? Communion Reparation 
is, were, sympathizing with Jesus for all must 
endure the Sacrament His Love; condoning 
with Him for all outrages committed against His 
Eucharistic Presence; loving Him all the more 
intensely because others hate and despise Him; is, 
pouring balsam His many open wounds which those 
inflict renew who cannot and will not acknowledge 
Him their God. need but appeal some such 
way our Catholic boys and girls and immediately 
their better emotions compassion and sympathy 
will aroused and the Communion Reparation 
natural result. 

Would time permit, might speak many other 
ways stimulating devotion the sacraments, such 
frequent talks, instructions, and sermons this 
subject, daily spiritual reading from min- 
utes, study the lives the saints, visits the 
Blessed Sacrament and other more exterior helps such 
confraternities, sodalities, organizations 
S.S.C., pledges act guards honor, Knights and 
Handmaids the Blessed Sacrament, etc. But spir- 
itual incentives are always safer and better. Faith and 
conviction are the key words that will unlock treasures 
which neither rust nor moth will consume. Faith 
deep, abiding faith the Real Presence, God’s 
love for every human soul, and His desire save 
us; conviction conviction that need Christ and 
the means gave wish lead God-fearing 
lives, that has made confession and daily Com- 
munion easy and accessible all good will, that 
Him often and receive Him humbly and 
confidingly, not He, but are the gainers, that with 
Jesus every task light, every difficulty surmountable, 
every joy twofold joy, every sorrow blessing 
disguise without Him, all darkness and desolation.

duces; and believe that she has quite thoroughly 
covered the motive field. 

The matter supreme importance. The faithful 
and successful use these sacraments means the life 
and vigor our people. surely the manna sent 
down from heaven save this “desert mate- 

One who has heard many confessions our young 
people must seriously ask himself whether the schools 
are efficient this regard they should be. 
the one hand, one amazed and edified beyond words 
see how the catechistical training once placed like 
seeds the hearts the young has matured into reg- 
ular habits for life; for astounding thing 
find the majority our people, old and young, 
cities, towns, and hamlets, manifest their 
practice confession and Communion the same uni- 
versal Catholic spirit faith, humility, and reverence. 
the other hand, when one constantly meeting 
cases the recidivi, the ones who fall back habitually 
into the same sins, they have been confessing month 
month and year year, one must realize that 
our system training the conscience and cultivating 
the habit confession and Communion, overlooks 
some fundamental pedagogical principles bringing 
the sacredness these sacraments home the young. 

really psychological problem lead our little 
ones, just opening their ideas the light reason, 
practice these sacred duties with that deeper under- 
standing which develops holy fear without chilling 
fervent love. cannot avoid the difficulty 
innocent children falling into habit routine; and 
routine the bane the proper use these 
sacraments. 

Then, too, there are many ways training 
young conscience grow strong and healthy, delicate 
without scrupulosity, honest without rashness, secure 
without self-deception. believe that right here 
that can most improve our methods train- 
ing the Catholic child, cultivate perfect con- 
science, and make proper use the sacrament 
make our children pious and innocent exaggerat- 
ing terrible enormity many the little faults that 
they are liable fall into. Much these may vex 
and try our patience, have right place 
false exaggerated standard before them; and 
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much worse give them false conscience point- 
ing out sins where they not exist and making 
venial sins mortal, solely because believe that the 
fear the Lord the beginning wisdom. 

The reaction from such training either ouf- 
grow the foolish notions and with proud righteous- 
ness abandon piety and consider all command- 
extreme and become oversensitive and scrupulous and 
fearful until religion becomes agony and the love 
God nightmare. 

All this can avoided would adopt rational 
principles dealing squarely and frankly and truth- 
fully with every individual case. The American boy 
girl can won over and splendidly controlled 
teacher who has proved himself absolutely square 
and honest his dealings with all, especially the 
young. 

And particularly regard the precious and 
delicate virtue purity which Sister Godfrey 
eloquently refers the chief fruit frequent Com- 
munion, may not confess that have not been 
simple and plain and honest with the little consciences 
submitted our care. Why should find fre- 
quently our boys and girls not only after the eighth 
grade but after their high school, confused their 
minds regards their duties and obligations, the right 
understanding what sinful and what not, 
matters that are vital their physical and spir- 
itual life, and particularly their peace conscience. 
Surely some day our teachers will discover simple 
way with the parents the children 
guide them sanely and safely proper under- 
standing themselves, their duties and obligations, 
their dangers and temptations, and the means that 
should used develop clear and honest judg- 
ment and unfailing will regard these matters 
which frequently disturb the conscience. 

fully agree with Sister Godfrey that the necessity 
unifying all the principles our spiritual life 
connection with these sacraments and the vitalizing 
ceremonies connected with them leading the imag- 
ination visualize these events the most magnifi- 
cent and glorious moments that can occur human 
history.

become more and more convinced that the chil- 

dren our grade schools and high schools 
should have deeper love for, and better understand- 
ing of, the Holy Sacrifice the Mass, and that they 
should assist more satisfactorily it.* This convic- 
tion has been deepened the observance the con- 
duct our Catholic people while present Mass. 
How different their attitude from that the early 
Christians! are told St. Paul that “the early 
Christians were persevering with one mind and one 
heart the doctrines the Apostles, the Com- 
munication the Breaking the Bread and 
prayer.” For centuries the faithful participated they 
had active part the celebration the Holy Sacri- 
fice the Mass. They did not sit passively the 
church many today. Walk down the aisle 
any church Sunday morning and observe what the 
faithful are doing. Some them are saying their 
rosaries; others are reciting prayers found their 
prayer books, which have little relation the prayers 


recent years Catholic educators have

the Mass; others are carrying out the devotions 
favorite novena; while goodly portion are gazing 
toward the altar, their minds occupied with nothing 
particular. 

the National Eucharistic Congress held South 
Africa 1929, priest, one the papers read 
the Congress, made these pertinent remarks! “The 
prayers which most people say while holy Mass 
are longer liturgical and communal, but private and 
self-interested. gulf has appeared between the priest 
and the people, between the altar and the nave. The 
attitude and conduct the faithful Mass has little 
relation the action that goes before their eyes. 
The congregation Mass utters its devotional senti- 
ments, thoughts, and desires, only silent personal 
prayer. Many have lost all understanding the social, 
communal, liturgical side prayer, and think 
only private matter. Our great need restore 
solidarity and social consciousness the prayer life 
our people. This can best done return 
active participation all the liturgy, which 
God’s own institution essentially social, communal, 
and unifying.” 
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not for us, however, condemn the various 
methods hearing Mass which are common through- 
out the country. The faithful, after all, have been told 
that these are acceptable methods. The Church simply 
requires attendance Mass; she does not require any 
particular method assisting it; and the faithful 
who use particular method with the firm con- 
viction that they are giving due homage, thanksgiving, 
and praise Almighty God. Moreover, not within 
our province Catholic educators deal with adult 
Catholics. are concerned with the boys and girls 
and young men and young women the formative 
period life who are committed our care for reli- 
gious instruction. The matter bringing adults 
better assistance Mass must left the pastors. 

Our problem is: How shall teach the boys and 
girls the grade schools and high schools assist 
Mass the best possible manner? Shall rest 
content train them for the passive assistance which 
common today, shall strive train them 
take active part the early Christians did 
the great Eucharistic Sacrifice? Should not make 
the attempt bridge the gulf which now separates 
the people and the Should not emphasize 
our teaching the great social and liturgical character 
the Mass? seems that should have little 
hesitancy saying that ought teach our boys 
and girls the best and most approved method assist- 
ing Mass. And what the best and most approved 
method? Pope Pius the great founder the litur- 
gical movement, gives the answer when admon- 
ishes “Pray the Mass” not merely pray dur- 
ing the Mass. The more recent words Pope Pius 
call for the active participation the faithful 
Mass. says: “It most necessary that the faithful, 
not outsiders dumb spectators, but under- 
standing truly, and also penetrated the beauty 
the liturgy should assist the sacred functions.” 

sure, the early grades our schools 
comprehensive idea the Mass can given the 
children. Here must limit ourselves essentials. 
The assistance the children these grades will, 
necessity, differ from that the upper-grade children. 
Their prayers must within the range their com- 
prehension. Directed assistance the way common 
prayers the child’s developmental level, together 
with the singing hymns, would seem the best 
method for the lower-grade children. When the seventh 
grade reached would seem proper begin thor- 
ough study the Mass. 

There danger, making the singing hymns 
too conspicuous feature the Mass, that may 
change assistance Mass into community singing 
affair, which children with cards before their faces 
show their very posture that they are not all 
concerned with what taking place the altar. Some 
our “children’s Masses” are only hymns and 
three Hail Marys” the little ones. There rea- 
son why the children the lower grades cannot say 
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common some the prayers the priest actually says 
the altar, paraphrased, perhaps, and scaled down 
need their level understanding. 

Children must taught above all love the Mass. 
cannot force them love it, although some seem 
proceed the assumption that can. well 
remember that the Church requires children and 
adults assist Mass only Sunday and Holydays 
Obligation. Enforced daily attendance attend- 
ance during certain months can find little justification. 
attend Mass times when the Church herself does 
not require them so, ruinous spontaneous 
devotion and positively dangerous the spiritual life 
those young victims misguided zeal. 

priest stated recently that shortly after his ordi- 
nation was startled find, taking the census 
his parish, number people who did not attend 
Mass. One the older priests the house told him 
inquire these people why they failed attend 
Mass, and note the particular district which they 
formerly lived. was surprised find they had 
come mostly from one particular parish. The reason 
given for not attending was that they had been forced 
attend Mass often when they were children that 
religion had become obnoxious them, and con- 
sequence they soon gave going altogether when they 
passed beyond the school age. This not uncom- 
mon experience for priests. Attendance Mass, ex- 
cept Sundays and Holydays, should voluntary. 
The presence boys and young men and 
young women weekday Masses should the result 
not desire please the Sisters priest charge, 
nor the result fear punishment they fail 
attend, but rather their own personal love for 
Christ, and their conviction that the Mass the source 
all help and consolation. When they come their 
own accord the great crises life ask for help, 
seek consolation, and render thanksgiving for 
things received, then know they have been prop- 
erly taught. 

Love for the holy Mass will come from 
understanding it. child not taught what the 
Mass is, can have little hope that will grow 
love it; rather will remain one that great num- 
ber who attend Sunday Mass only because the com- 
mand the Church binds them under pain mortal 
sin. The knowledge the Mass impart the chil- 
dren under our care must not limited collection 
their future religious behavior. must teach them 
use this knowledge. want make valuable 
and fruitful good their religious lives. 

proper understanding the Mass possible 
for child who does not grasp the true meaning the 
great Sacrifice Calvary. Children must understand 
clearly that Christ came earth establish sacri- 
fice which would restore them the friendship 
how they themselves can nothing mend 
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the bonds friendship broken your first parents. 
should made clear the outset how Christ, the 
Second Person the Blessed Trinity, obedience 
the will His Heavenly Father, and out love for 
us, came down offer Himself sacrifice for our 
sins and bring everlasting life. “God loved the 
world that gave His Only-Begotten Son; that who- 
soever believeth Him may not perish but may have 
life everlasting.” They must shown just clearly, 
how the Mass continuation that Sacrifice. 

very important this point remove from 
the minds the children the erroneous idea which 
they (and adults) have that receiving Holy Commun- 
ion more important than assisting the Holy Sac- 
rifice and that not part the Mass but dis- 
tinct act devotion. How often have seen boys 
and girls, and adults well, coming into church 
the first Friday when Mass was half over and few 
minutes after their arrival receiving Holy Communion 
and then departing. This can mean only one thing; 
namely, that receiving Holy Communion the all- 
important thing and that the Mass merely cere- 
mony which Holy Communion provided. The 
tabulated results questionnaire, about which 
Sister wrote Studies year ago, showed 
clearly that the majority children, when face face 
with the choice assisting Mass and not receiving 
Holy Communion, receiving Holy Communion but 
not assisting Mass choose the latter, which but 
act private devotion, and such less noble 
and less profitable than assistance the Sacrifice 
the Mass. 

After relating the Mass Calvary, review should 
made the sacrifice the Old Law. should 
shown that sacrifice the greatest act worship 
can possibly give God; how all the religions 
historic civilizations had sacrifice some kind 
the central act religious worship. must make 
them realize that sacrifice, acknowledging does 
the supreme dominion God over all men, and 
our entire dependence God, the highest form 
worship. After reviewing the sacrifices the Old 
Law should show that while they acknowledge the 
supreme dominion God, they were insufficient 
propitiate for the offense our first parents, and were 
merely foreshadowing the great and perfect sacri- 
fice the New Law which was come; namely, the 
Holy Sacrifice the Mass. 

When thoroughly with the idea sacrifice, 
the student has sufficient background begin the 
study and use the missal preparation for “Pray- 
ing the Mass.” some places the study the missal 
the upper grades required the diocesan courses 
study. result the liturgical movement, the 
use the missal becoming more and more common. 
some quarters, however, its introduction delayed 
priests who believe the ordinary missal too diffi- 
cult for people and especially for children use with 
profit. recent article The Ecclesiastical Review, 
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Father Wm. Robinson, C.S.C., voices that belief 
these words: “Perhaps the majority the clergy 
feel that the ordinary layman not sufficiently in- 
structed use properly translated missal.” be- 
lieve that all agree with Father Robinson this 
statement. The missal not easy. However, should 
say the chief difficulty connection with the book 
its arrangement. not much that its make-up 
cannot learned, that once learned, the task 
following the priest through maze cross refer- 
ences discourages the ordinary individual from using 
Mass even though familiar with all its parts. 
And, after all, our chief purpose studying 
enable our people use it. little profit the 
boy girl learn the make-up the missal, un- 
derstand what the Introit is, Collects, Epistle, Gospel, 
etc., does not use the book and actually say the 
prayers which the priest says Mass. have heard 
number Sisters acknowledge that they did not use 
the missal Mass because was too difficult keep 
with the priest. When they are forced use 
number strings and cards, not mention their 
fingers, follow the sequence the Mass for par- 
ticular feast, wonder they turn their prayer 
books for relief. 

The time spent teaching the children put all 
the parts the Mass the proper sequence would 
saved the authors missals would place the parts 
proper order and eliminate cross references far 
possible. One the reasons why people have ceased 
say the prayers which the priest says Mass, 
that these prayers are said the priest Latin, 
and not understanding Latin, the faithful concluded 
that the prayers are meant for the priest only, and 
they took their prayers from other sources. Many 
compilers Mass books have insisted giving the 
Latin the Mass together with the English transla- 
tion. This was unnecessary and confusing arrange- 
ment, and the Latin has been wisely eliminated from 
modern missals. After all, why give the Latin text 
means nothing the children? 

The more practical missal will have the intro- 
duction, and not the text, brief explanation the 
liturgical year, the priest’s vestments and the 
various parts the Mass. For detailed explanation 
the Mass better book can the hands 
the teachers than Doctor Gihr’s, The Holy Sacrifice 
the Mass. (B. Herder Book Company.) 

Convinced that missal such construction would 
prove more serviceable the hands our children, 
have been working for some time, Chicago, 
develop missal along those lines. believe that 
have accomplished something presenting our 
Catholic school children Mass book that free from 
the labyrinth cross reference sections and sea- 
sons, and which, hope, will enable the child the 
upper grades “Pray the Mass.” 

studying the vestments seems more advisable 
stress their historical character rather than 
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into long explanation their symbolism. Invari- 
ably teachers will find that children are exceedingly 
interested the history the vestments and little 
concerned with their symbolism. has been found 
most satisfactory while studying the vestments 
have one the priests bring the vestments into the 
classroom and explain them the children. The study 
the vestments presents wonderful opportun- 
ity impress upon the mind the children the an- 
tiquity the Church, showing how these vest- 
ments, which seem strange today many, back 
the first days Christianity. 

Many devices have appeared recent years help 
the teaching the Mass. Charts with movable fig- 
ures, which the pupil may move about front the 
altar, show the various positions the priest 
Mass have been helpful visualizing the great drama. 
many our Chicago schools, room has been left 
for creative activities the part the pupil con- 
nection with their study the altar and vestments. 
They have constructed miniature altars, accordance 
with the liturgical requirements, which they have been 
taught. Altar cards, chalices, book stands, altar cloths, 
etc., all miniature, have been prepared the stu- 
dents themselves. Demonstrations are given en- 
tire class the other classes the school chil- 
dren from neighboring schools. Everything connec- 
tion with the Mass explained during these demon- 
strations the children themselves. 

yet have not touched upon thing which 
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most important teaching the Mass and which 
commonly ignored. Our boys and girls may know 
what sacrifice is; that the Sacrifice the Mass the 
great Sacrifice the New Law; they may have learned 
about the altar and the vestments, the liturgical year, 
and the different parts the Mass and their develop- 
ment, and still fail take active part the great 
Eucharistic Sacrifice. must take the prayers 
the missal and explain them thoroughly. Again the 
teacher will find Gihr’s book most instructive and help- 
ful. Here where the children begin pass out the 
realm the classroom and enter the realm prayer- 
ful, active participation the Mass. This where 
they begin “Pray the Mass.” Show them what these 
prayers mean they will understand that they, 
like the priest offering the Mass, are sharers 
kingly priesthood; that they, too, are offering the 
sacrifice the Mass. 

few years training the proper understanding 
the content and use the missal our schools will 
give within short time body Catholics who 
will the Mass” with the priest instead 
praying Mass, oblivious the great liturgical 
prayer and sacrifice going before them. result 
our having taught them participate actively 
the Mass, when the priest turns them and says: 
“Pray, brethren, that sacrifice and yours may be- 
come acceptable God the Father Almighty,” our 
boys and girls will able understand what pray- 
ing the Mass is.

Religious Education

Editor's Note. In this paper, read at the New Orleans Convention of 
the N.C.E.A., Father Johnson sounds warning that there may too 
much masking of stern realities; too much “‘tea-table mysticism.’ ‘“‘Make 
religion interesting by all means,’’ he says, “‘vitalize it, lend it all the 
best devices that modern pedagogy has discovered, but preserve it from 
cloying sweetness.” 

The paper ends with plea for the teaching ‘religion the priest, 
the official teacher of religion. This will save our teaching of religion 
from sentimentalism and undue feminization. Father Johnson 
fact that the priest as teacher of children is too often without pedagogical 
training. His assurance remedy seems too incidental and not all cer- 
tain as his own work of a professor of education must have taught him. 

word has invidious connota- 

tion these days. generally regarded mean- 

ing pain for pain’s sake, synonymous with 
unnatural puritanism. Those who are wedded the 
doctrine self-expression have time for the notion 
self-immolation. They condemn asceticism run- 
ning counter all the legitimate impulses humanity 
and see something unhealthy, morose, and calcu- 
lated produce state mind that one-sided, fear- 
ful, and represented. 

This suspicion asceticism is, course, based 
wrong conception its nature and function. There has 
always been false asceticism whose ideals and prac- 
tices would justify criticism. Being fully negative 
character has glorified self-torture and frowned 
all happiness. has shuddered the spectacle 
people enjoying themselves and identified goodness 
with misery. 

True asceticism, the other hand, positive 
character. uses negative means for the pur- 
pose achieving positive results. Its effect not 
make people miserable but render them capable 
true happiness. cherishes the desires the human 
heart and thwarts them only when they tend toward 
the illegitimate. True asceticism nothing more 
less than the science being good God wants 
good, which goodness the prime condition for 
peace and joy and happiness. 


True Christian Asceticism 


St. Paul writes the Ephesians: “For this cause 
bow knees the Father our Lord Jesus Christ, 
Whom all paternity heaven and earth named, 
that would grant you, according the riches 
His glory, strengthened His Spirit with might 
unto the inward man, that Christ may dwell faith 
your hearts; that being rooted and founded char- 
ity, you may able comprehend, with all the 
saints, what the breadth, and length, and height, 
and depth: know also the charity Christ, which 
surpasseth all knowledge, that you may filled unto 


all the fullness These words the great 
Apostle the Gentiles reveal beautifully what 
means Christian. The true follower Christ 
not good the same way that the natural man 
good. Our destiny supernatural one, and such

Now what does per- 
fection mean? means, first all, that must aim 
can. means more than heeding the dictates the 
natural law, more than obedience the Command- 
ments.

His 
love, His justice, His mercy, His holiness, are the 
norms our striving. must become perfect 
perfect.

Such the ideal goodness which Chris- 
tians are called, infinitely beyond natural goodness, 
infinitely beyond the power nature achieve un- 
aided. For this required new creation, new life, 
new mode existence. consequence, the first 
great means that must use achieve perfection 
divine grace. receive baptism and through- 
out the days our life must cherish and guard 
and strive constantly increase our souls. 
Prayer the great fundamental ordinary means 
grace and consequence the most important occu- 
pation the Christian. Day and night calls upon 
the Lord supply his deficiencies and give him 
the aid that necessary would keep alive him 
the spark life divine. 

Then have the sacraments, and particular the 
sacrament penance and the Sacrament the Al- 
one repair the ravages that sin does 
our souls and restore the grace have lost; the 
other feed with the body and blood our Lord 
and Savior and lend our souls the strength and 
power His presence. “Without you can 
nothing,” says Christ. Our natural powers and endow- 
ments are inadequate attain the end for which 
are created and redeemed. only 
with Him Who strengthens that can all things 
that are necessary for our salvation. 

This our part required. God made 
without our aid but has decreed that must 
help Him the work our redemption. First all, 
must die self. must come know ourselves 
with all our weaknesses, our evil inclinations, our 
sins. must practice unceasingly the virtue pen- 
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ance, being filled all the while with sense com- 
punction heart. Temptations surround every 
side. Against these must arm ourselves. must 
crucify our flesh with its vices and its concupiscences 
and through the instrumentality self-denial imprint 
our flesh the marks our crucified Savior. 

This the negative side the life perfection. Its 
purpose eliminate from our souls all those ele- 
ments which would hinder the free action divine 
grace, rid ourselves those natural faults which 
would neutralize the effects God’s love our hearts. 
But hand hand with the negative process goes the 
positive practice perfection. strive know more 
and more about God and our relations Him and thus 
enlighten our minds. The love God stimulates the 
will unto activities the highest order. practice 
interior prayer meditation, prayer affection, con- 
templation. keep ourselves recollected, our minds 
peace the midst the turmoil the world. 
are eager listen spiritual discussions, read spir- 
itual books. seek out guide for our souls and 
reveal unto Him our inmost thoughts and yearnings. 
From time time withdraw from our ordinary 
activities and spend some time retreat, alone and 
face face with God. Our lives are organized. There 
rule action, program that follow most care- 
fully, that nothing may impede our quest for the 
fullness life. 

This, sketched broadest lines, the life per- 
fection. the fundamental reason for the existence 
the Church and consequently should the funda- 
mental aim all our educational activities par- 
ticular the teaching religion. not mere knowl- 
edge our faith that are commissioned give 
the children, not mere external conformity the 
Commandments God and the usages the Church. 
want something more than natural character. The 
end and aim all our labors sanctity. “That 
doing the truth and charity they may grow unto 
the head, even unto Christ.” 


Practical Spirituality 


the light this fundamental aim that 
should scrutinize all materials and methods instruc- 
tion. The fact that book attractive and makes 
religion interesting children surely its favor. 
Religion, presented the guise dour, dull drudg- 
ery, very liable repel the child and fill him 
with sentiments disgust. However, would 
great mistake leave him under the impression that 
religion bit poetry, pleasant escape from real- 
ity. Our times are characteristically pleasure-seeking 
times, labor-saving times, but there room for 
labor-saving devices the realm the spiritual life. 
The children must become accustomed very early 
the ugliness the cross. They must brought see 
that the beauty the law God which delights their 
hearts becomes the possession those only who watch 
and labor and fight. the classroom they should 
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directed put the truth they learn work their 
individual lives and should learn from experience that 
the Kingdom Heaven suffers violence. 

strikes that there danger the present 
time too much sweetness religious instruction, 
too much masking the stern realities, too much 
“tea-table mysticism.” are forgetting that there 
tremendous distinction between velleitas and voluntas. 
Wishful sanctity not coin current the Kingdom 
Heaven. the experience the ages believe 
that easy methods leading the spiritual life, easy 
methods meditation, easy methods self-denial are 
snare and delusion. Make religion interesting 
all means, vitalize it, lend all the best devices that 
modern pedagogy has discovered, but preserve from 
poison cloying sweetness.

What the world needs from the Catholic Church 
today spiritual leadership. has science its own 
and fair degree natural morality. has art and 
music and literature. What lacks the touch 
the supernatural. Our schools should graduate incipi- 
ent saints who will forth and bring all things cap-

Vocational Guidance 
Rev. Howard Carroll, 


Editor's Note. This statement of the experience of Father Carroll, prin- 
cipal of Sacred Heart High School, Pittsburgh, Pa., on Vocational Guidance 
was read at the New Orleans Convention of the N.C.E.A. It indicates 
clearly the need for such guidance in our Catholic high schools even though 
the schools do not provide for vocational or industrial training. The Cath- 
olic education system must face the problem of vocational education. We 
expect in the near future to throw some light on this problem. 


pupils learn under competent guidance 

has quite generally replaced the notion the 
school place where pupils are taught. the late 
Alexander Inglis, professor education the 
Graduate School Education Harvard says: 
primarily education really matter guid- 
ance and direction. speak primarily teach- 
ing, but very far from that. Education not 
teaching, and person who teacher only the 
sense providing information and furnishing certain 
material very far from being educator. 
tional Guidance Secondary Education,” the Voca- 
tional Guidance Magazine, Vol. IV, No. Oct. 
1925.) 

With this change outlook upon the school has 
come change outlook upon those who are the 
school. Every day are feeling more and more the 
necessity regarding our charges individuals with 
unique potentialities and problems, rather than 


Only 
when the nature and the needs the individual stu- 
dent are taken the prime consideration can 
begin really effective work education. 

any evidence this tendency were required,

tion the present. 


Vocational Guidance Needed 


Parallel with the development these features 
educational guidance has been the development 
the project vocational guidance the effort help 
the student find himself and his lifework, 
prevent social maladjustment. 

view the complicated and everchanging condi- 
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tions the civilization which live, seems un- 
necessary stress the need and the utility voca- 
tional guidance. not advocating either vocational 
education, which impossible any great extent 
the majority our Catholic schools, vocational 
direction, which think quite undesirable. main- 
tain that the purpose school supply guid- 
ance, there can question the place our 
educational system that movement which has its 
object get parents, teachers, and child “to bring 
bear the choice vocation, organized information 
and organized common 

makes life weary, lack motive,” George 
Eliot once said. What makes failure lack the 
proper goal. find the proper goal life diffi- 
cult task for most our students. There are many 
occupations open the youth today, and many 
opportunities each them, that without assistance 
our young folks can scarcely see the woods for the 
trees. Frequently they have only incomplete view 
the occupational fields open them. They have 
only hazy notion their fitness for particular oc- 
cupation profession, and they are generally un- 
equipped for the task forming sound judgment 
their lifework one the most important deci- 
sions they will ever have make. 

Granted that student has the fitness and the liking 
for certain occupation profession, essential 
that know what sort training requires, and 
what opportunities there are for placement upon the 
completion that training. These are factors which 
may have important bearing student’s decision. 
the New York Times June 1930, superin- 
tendent city schools, William O’Shea, quoted 
authority for the assertion that 3,346 teachers were 
the waiting list New York City, with 3,300 more 
applying for registration. Obviously, before training 
for teaching position New York, student ought 
aware this condition, and guided accord- 
ingly.

The demand for 
dental assistants private, institutional, and indus- 
trial work has become great that several universi- 
ties have inaugurated courses training one year 
duration prepare girls for this career. And on. 


Educational Problem 


cannot reasonably maintained that vocational 
guidance has place our schools. want our 
students masters their academic subjects. 
want develop them solid character. But our in- 
terest them wider. The development skills and 
character but means end—to make 
them successful men and women. our task well, 
must help them know themselves and find the 
proper outlet for their other words, must 
help them become useful themselves and 
society. 
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indication the growing realization the 
need guidance work, might call attention the 
fact that the committee resolutions the Na- 
tional Education Association recommended, 1927, 
“that educational and vocational guidance con- 
sidered primary obligation organized education.” 
Reports the Bureau Education for from 
215 representative school systems cities having 
population ten thousand more, showed that 
slightly more than one half offered course occupa- 
tions. the systems reporting from cities having less 
than 50,000 population, 40.4 per cent offered such 
course, and cities over 50,000 population, the 
percentage was 61. short, gain about per 
cent was noted the number cities offering voca- 
tional guidance work over the year 1925-26 (cf. 
advance sheets from the Biennial Survey Education 
the S., 1926-28; Government Printing Office, 
Washington, 1929). 

comprehensive plan vocational guidance, ac- 
cording the most ardent advocates, must embrace 
all the various stages which lead vocational effi- 
ciency. From the standpoint the individual 
benefited, the complete plan would include tryout 
experience various schools, shops, and laboratories, 
making the vocational choice, preparing for the voca- 
tion selected, obtaining employment the chosen field, 
and making needed readjustment and preparation for 
change and progress.” (Cf. preface Bibliography 
Vocational Guidance, issued the Federal Board for 
Vocational Education, Rev. Ed. Washington, 1925.) 
That large program. Even were acceptable, 
not all our schools have the funds the personnel 
undertake it. There are very few our schools, 
however, which could not find time somewhere 
their curriculum for least one class week voca- 
tional work. 

There are, course, objections the use the 
text method alone. Most texts are written educa- 
tors, many them are pedantic and but few really 
inspiring. Unfortunately, none them, far 
know, presents the basic notion vocation from 
point view entirely acceptable Catholic educa- 
tors. For the greater part they stress service, citizen- 
ship, etc., motives for the choice vocation. 
There attempt show the relationship that 
ought exist between any lifework and the Chris- 
tian ideal. Moreover, have yet see text which 
there the slightest hint that vocation, even the 
religious state, might calling primarily, and then 
choice. John Brewer, associate professor edu- 
cation, Harvard, says: “Perhaps the dignity the 
word ‘vocational’ objectionable, when think 
the derivation the werd, and remember that under 
present circumstances few workers feel any distinct 
call their vocation. not too much expect, 
however, give hundred years, that all children 
will feel zest for their chosen work corresponding 
the call the professional worker today.”

Possibilities Small Schools 

Teachers trained vocational work are asset 
any school which undertakes program vocational 
guidance. But this does not mean that school which 
does not have trained faculty member should attempt 
nothing the way guidance. There faculty 
small that does not have least one member 
sufficiently interested and capable doing much good. 
the counselor, this member the faculty 
should acquire objective information regarding the 
students’ abilities and skills, aided, possible, 
prognostic tests, such the Fried Vocational Interest 
Tests, the Thurstone Test Engineering Ability, the 
Stenquist Mechanical Assembly Test, etc, ought 
aware the home conditions and financial re- 
sources the pupils and know the findings the 
industrial and occupational surveys the community. 
might with profit arrange supplement textual 
instruction with exploratory courses, with demonstra- 
tions and visits mills, factories, the courthouse, etc. 
this connection, want call attention the fact 
that some the electrical companies have recently 
produced sound pictures vocational topics which 
ought service —e.g., the research bureau 
the Electrical Laboratory Products Co., Inc., sub- 
sidiary the Western Electric Co., 57th St., New 
York City. 

The departments education many states have 
outlined programs vocational work which 
are useful planning course. Here New Orleans 
highly organized vocational-guidance department 
under the direction Miss Emma Cooley, recently 
elected president the National Vocational-Guidance 
Association. study its program will give com- 
prehensive view the functioning efficient 
guidance organization. 


Talks Students 

the larger cities and wherever else possible, 
feel advisable have men and women address 
the students the various occupations and profes- 
sions, not the principal feature the course, 
least integral part it. aware the 
objections that are made this procedure. There 
cannot enough talks cover all the vocations; 
then, too, “outside speakers are particularly unsatis- 
factory unless they are carefully chosen and specifi- 
cally instructed what expected them. Un- 
less these precautions are taken, reminiscences, 
fatherly advice, big talk about success, unsocial 
statements about competition, and various other ob- 
jectionable matters are likely form the substance 
the talk.” (Brewer, Allen’s Practice Voca- 
tional Guidance, 44.) 

Nevertheless, according the findings survey 
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guidance practices 339 high schools undertaken 
recently Dr. Koos and Grayson Kefuaver, 
per cent them have talks specialists 
part their course. (Cf. Guidance 
Practices 339 High Schools, Table XV.) Edger- 
ton’s survey showed very much larger percentage. 
Evidently, most those interested guidance find 
that the talks specialists are valuable asset. 

the school with which honor asso- 
ciated, have taken great care the choice our 
speakers. They have always been given quite definite 
instructions the nature the talk they were 
expected give. After the talks, which were about 
forty minutes length, the students were always 
afforded opportunity question the speakers.

Our 
speakers have always been model Catholics dispel 
the baneful notion that religion handicap mate- 
rial success. Moreover, they have been, for the most 
part, members our own parish. Fortunately, there 
has been dearth competent and successful men 
and women anxious with the faculty. 
Their contact with the school this way creates 
more lively interest their part the institution 
and also makes for parish solidarity and betterment. 


Interesting the Parents 


trying make this paper practical value 
those interested vocational work, might tell 
you experiment tried Sacred Heart High 
School last year. Previously our talks were given dur- 
ing class hours. Attendance the senior class was 
compulsory. résumé and appreciation the talks 
was Class assignment. 

But felt all along that could something 
better. felt that the students’ parents, who have

Neverthe- 
less, are convinced that the ideal system, and 
intend more vigorous and extended effort 
awaken the parents particularly the advantages 
the project.

Public Services for 


Children 


Mrs. Elizabeth Mehan 


Editor’s Note. are anxious present forms cooperation between 
public and parochial schools, particularly where children in parochial 
schools receive general overhead services as a matter of right, and not 
merely as a convenience. The two opening services are significant of the 
general relation that should exist. The provision for manual training 
merely on a convenience basis. The availability of the general services for 
various handicapped children is described. We are pleased to print this 
paper of Mrs. Elizabeth Mehan, a Catholic, who is a very active and use- 
ful member of the Milwaukee school board, and who is actively interested, 
too, in the welfare of the parochial-school system. We should like to 
print similar articles describing the cooperation other cities, and work 
out, when we have a sufficient fact basis, constructive proposals for effec- 
tive cooperation.

Health Department 


Physicians: the outset may timely 
briefly outline the services two departments which 
are charged with care all children school age 
exactly the same manner, public, parochial, 
private schools. The school medical department, under 
Dr. Barth the Milwaukee health department, was 
created action the common council 1917. The 
city divided into geographical districts, one physi- 
cian being charge each district. This doctor 
responsible for every school that district, public, 
private, parochial. There are two doctors charge 
all high schools, public and parochial. There are 


six parochial high schools and one private high school 
the city. School physicians are duty for two 
morning hours every school day. 

Nurses: The same true the nursing division 
the health department. The city divided into 
districts, one nurse charge each district. the 
nurse’s function make regular examinations for any- 
thing that detrimental the child’s mental 
physical condition. Sometimes filth, pedicu- 
losis, skin eruption. may dental care that 
needed. Whatever the trouble may be, her duty 
see that remedy effected. medical attention 
necessary she sees that the child receives such atten- 
tion. the parents are unable pay for such services 
the nurse arranges have the child cared for 
dispensary hospital, without charge. This done 
for children every school the city, public, private, 
parochial, with the exception two private schools 
which maintain their own medical departments and 
not need the services the health department. 
the words Miss Brunk, the chief nurse, 
nothing being done for the public schools that not 
being done for the parochial schools.” 


Welfare Department 


The Welfare Department organized provision 
the state law. (Wis. Statutes 40.70 40.72 
40.73.) The city divided into nine districts and the 
officer charge each district responsible for the 
regular attendance every child school age that 
district, regardless the school the child may attend. 
The public and parochial schools that district are 
required law report violations (or suspected 
violations) the law the officer the district, 
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blanks furnished for that purpose. 
schools the city keep the same cumulative records 
for pupils attending their schools the public schools 
namely, A.D.P. and O.R. cards. These cards, well 
other means effecting regular attendance, are 
supplied through the welfare department upon special 
requisition. Eighth-grade graduate check-ups, and 
check-ups children who have not returned school 
with the opening new semester, are effected for the 
parochial schools well for the public schools. 
With the exception the visiting teachers’ activities, 
there form assistance, direction instruc- 
tion, form devised expedite the enforcement 
school attendance, furnished the public schools that 
not, the same time, furnished the private and 
parochial schools the city. 


Special Ungraded Classes 


The trend education our schools following 
course which rapidly changing from the system 
designed meet the needs the great mass chil- 
dren hypothetically assumed the same level 
mental growth. Today, the method single out 
the individual, and find for him such special training 
his physical, mental, and moral welfare may require. 
Retarded children, those out step with the reg- 
ular classroom work, are assigned our so-called Class 
“B” and Class rooms. The former are primarily 
for children retarded account illness, un- 
familiarity with our language, and like causes. Class 
“C” rooms are for children with less than normal in- 
telligence, but not sufficiently dull enough ranked 
really subnormal. Teachers especially trained for 
this kind teaching attempt impart knowledge 
the extent the pupil’s capacity, with view 
making him self-supporting. Effort made bring 
these cases near normal possible. Then there 
are Americanization classes which take care recent 
immigrants, giving them working knowledge our 
language and teaching them the principles citizen- 
ship. Often these children can transferred their 
proper classes within very short time, well-equipped 
the regular work the grade. adjunct 
this service, the extension department maintains the 
social centers, two evening high schools, and citizen- 
ship classes for new Americans. These are designed, 
least part, assimilate the foreign-born teach- 
ing them our language, and giving them healthy 
social contact with unlimited opportunity for athletics 
and amusements. 


Care the Handicapped Child 


Deaf: the school for the deaf (The Paul Binner 
School located the top floor the new Lincoln 
High School), 117 pupils are now enrolled. They are 
taught through imitation their teachers speak very 
nearly like the person who hears normally, and children 
who have never heard human voice learn through 
lip reading know what said them. Every sub- 
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ject the Paul Binner School for the Deaf, the 
same, grade for grade, the regular schools, and 
pupils leaving receive the same diploma any 
eighth-grade graduate. This school serves, too, 
training department for the Milwaukee Teachers’ 
Training College, for practice work students quali- 
fying teach the deaf. 

Blind: Blind children and those with defective 
vision, are also enabled keep step with normal pu- 
pils. They recite with the pupils the regular class- 
rooms. Some this group use the raised print, while 
special books with very large print are furnished for 
those who have sufficient sight for this method. All 
study done under supervision the special teacher 
special room equipped meet the needs these 
children. Enrollment this group numbers 49, and 
they are housed the 27th Street School. 

Defective Speech: For children with defective 
speech there are teachers who conduct classes speech 
correction various schools. These children are 
the regular classrooms for instruction, except for sev- 
eral hours weekly which are spent with the speech 
teacher. 

Crippled: One the recent advances providing 
for the physically handicapped our midst, the 
central school for crippled children the site the 
Roosevelt Junior High School. Ninety-one children are 
cared for here and provided with classroom instruction, 
attention nurses, therapeutic treatments, well-bal- 
anced meals, and such other aids their condition 
may warrant. For crippled and otherwise physically 
handicapped children who cannot attend school, teach- 
ers are provided who bring instruction them their 
homes and the Childrens’ Hospital. The Junior 
League Corrective Shop affords its facilities those 
who may benefited from its services. 

Open-Air Classes: Open-air classes are conducted 
for children inclined tuberculosis otherwise im- 
poverished health. present there are 169 children 
this department. Here the pupils, warmly clad, spend 
the days rooms with wide-open windows. Physical 
examinations are given regularly, and tabulations 
heights and weights recorded. Menus are carefully pre- 
pared and regular rest periods provided. When restored 
normal condition they are permitted reénter the 
regular classrooms. There are seven open-air classes 
throughout the city. Children are admitted only 
assignment from Dr. Ernst, charge the T.B. 
division the health department. Under Dr. Ernst 
are four physicians who conduct chest clinics all 
schools the city whether public parochial. They 
not work districts the staff under Dr. 
Barth, but rather schedules. 

Free transportation provided for the crippled chil- 
dren and such others these handicapped young 
people may dependent upon the school busses. 

Two hundred and ten children are thus transported 
and from the special and regular schools daily, also 
about eight children per day are brought the Junior 
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League Corrective Shop. The cost this bus and car- 
fare service provided the state and amounts 
about $23,000 annually. The drivers the school bus- 
ses are very reliable, and carry the little ones with 
tender care and from the bus the school and 
the home. 


Prevocational Schools 


For the adolescent boys and girls who may have 
become behavior problems, who may misunderstood 
the regular classroom, who are for the 
elementary school, there are four prevocational schools, 
two each for boys and girls. These schools open 
new vista educational life, where, under proper 
guidance men and women teachers experienced 
dealing with this type children, they are molded into 
useful members society. 

Manual Arts: The manual-training classes the 
elementary schools give children the sixth, seventh, 
and eighth grades, instruction one hour per week 
woodwork for boys, and cooking sewing for the 
girls. Some few our Catholic parochial schools have 
the seventh- and eighth-grade classes accomodated 
these centers, but the room space for these manual- 
art centers very limited, and restricted thereby 
particular schools, our parochial classes are entered 
only when the public-school classes not utilize all 
the available time. new schools are completed, these 
centers will increase and then more our parochial 
schools may enjoy this service. 

Street Trades: There one adjunct this group 
special services rendered under the auspices our 
public schools which probably worthy mention 
here. This the street-trades department. has juris- 
diction over parochial-school children well public- 
school children provision law. (Wis. Statutes 
1728 and t.) Each school has its own newsboys’ club 
which each boy automatically becomes member 
when issued newsboys’ permit. The club un- 
der the guidance teacher who acts club adviser. 
The parochial schools the city are also invited 
organize clubs and participate the activities, but 
far only them have done so. These receive the 
same school inspections the public schools; they 
subscribe the Newsboys’ World (the club paper) 
and participate such activities the indoor swim- 
ming meet, skating meet, track meet, analysis and 
development contest.

Conclusion 


these notations have tried cover some the 
outstanding services which our public-school system 
providing with ever-increasing vision the handi- 
capped underprivileged children our community. 
For obvious reasons our own Catholic-school system 
cannot take like care problems this kind within 
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its own field. Personally, doubt that even had 
the means our command, would ever feasible 
this.

Open Polar Sea 


1854, the hardy American, Kane and his com- 
panions, after having abandoned their ship, the Ad- 
vance, that had been caught sea ice, continued 
their explorations with sleds drawn Eskimo dogs. 
They had resolved, even they should perish the 
last man, to-reach the North Pole. 

about 500 miles from the Pole, they found 
open sea; they found heat and life. Flocks birds 
fluttered over the waters, sea swallows, ducks, geese, 
seagulls, were flying all around. Large sea bears were 
playing the rocks. Fishes filled the water, few 
flowers were blooming the shore; word, there 
was life and heat everywhere. The sea lay perfectly 
open, not single iceberg, its green water was rolling 
the feet the travelers. The wind blew for hours 
without bringing single iceberg. Kane had had his 
handsome ship, Advance, with what ardor would 
have launched this beautiful sea. 

What can the cause that keeps this polar sea, 


least summer, liquid state? probably the 
Gulf Stream that plunges under the icy waters and 
carries its last heat the Pole. 


The Antarctic Regions 


The Antarctic Polar Regions are still less known than 
the Artic Polar Regions. Thick layers ice, thousands 
miles diameter, surround the South Pole. The sur- 
face the ice field around the South Pole, consist 
abrupt cliffs cut narrow and sinuous straits. The 
sight these impassable walls fill the soul with mys- 
fear. Nowhere does man feel his weakness 
accutely. inert world, mournful and dismal, 
which threatens feeble man’s destruction any moment. 
the extreme limits the horizon lies absolute 
chaos icebergs almost every imaginable form. 
Here and there, some blocks ice attain elevation 
150 250 feet. 

The icebergs here, are covered almost perma- 
nent fog that gives them grayish color. When rare 
intervals the rays the sun scatter the fog that rests 
them, the effect the light through the ice very 
strange. profound silence reigns over everything. The 
depressing monotony broken few birds that 
flutter over the icy wastes, the heavy breathing 
whales, and flocks stupid sea bears lying flat 
the polished surface the ice. 

1840, Ross and d’Uberville with their two ships, 
the Terror and the Astrolabe, while search the 
South Pole, entered narrow passage that opened 
the end high cliff. One might have imagined him- 
self the narrow streets city giants. Vertical 
ramparts ice stood the right and the left which 
dominated the ships’ masts. comparison these 
enormous masses ice, the ships appeared very small, 
their framework was weak and thin, that one could 
not repress sentiment fright. Caverns opened the 
foot these walls ice, where floods icy water were 
engulfed with frightful noise. The sun darted its 
oblique rays the transparent partition walls ice, 
producing fairy play light and shades. Cascades, 
formed the snow thawed out January sun, 
the summer these regions poured out into the sea. 

The orders the officers reverberated from one 
wall the other, awakened thousand echoes repeat- 
ing for the first time the human voice. For one hour 
the two ships advanced between two ramparts ice, 
continual danger being sunk the bottom 
fragment ice. Finally they reached 
closed one side the ice they had just passed, 
and the other high land covered thick 
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layer ice which the sun all its splendor reflected 
its blinding whiteness. was fragment Antartic 
island. was here that were discovered the two vol- 
canoes, Terror and Erebus, 12,000 feet elevation. 


Later Explorations 

Lieutenant Ernest Shackleton led expedition 
1907-1909. More than 100 peaks were discovered 
well numerous mountain ranges. This expedition 
located the magnetic South Pole 72:25 latitude, 154 
east longitude. June, 1910, Captain Robert Scott, 
led Antarctic expedition his ship the “Terra 
Nova.” was reported February 10, 1913, when the 
Terra Nova reached New Zealand, that Scott’s party 
had reached the South Pole only find that they had 
been forestalled the discovery the Norwegian, 
Amundsen, whose records show that had reached the 
South Pole December 14, 1911, thirty days be- 
fore. Scott’s party experienced great hardships and suf- 
fering, and their return home they were caught 
blizzard and died exhaustion and exposure when 
within eleven miles One Ton Camp, where provi- 
sions awaited them. With the bodies the heroic ex- 
plorers were found the diaries Captain Scott, with 
entries almost the hour his death. This bore 
brave message his countrymen and complete ex- 
planation the misfortunes his expedition. 

The man who was first reach the coveted South 
Pole, was the Norwegian explorer Captain Roald 
Amundsen, noted the foregoing. Captain Amund- 
sen, his journey, was 
favored with good weath- 
conditions which, com- 
bined with his carefully 
planned system depots, 
and his well-trained and 
efficient teams sledge 
dogs, enabled his party 
advance rapidly 
goal without experiencing 
the deprivations and hard- 
ships common all form- 
expeditions. 

After three hundred 
years fruitless efforts, 
the North Pole was dis- 
covered April 1909, 
Commander Robert 
Peary. His last and suc- 
cessful pedition left 
New York City, July 
1908, the Arctic steam- 
boat, Roosevelt, equipped 
for two-year voyage. 
Commander Peary 
brought bear the ex- 
century the selection 
supplies and equipment, 
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realizing that was lack them which had prebented 
his reaching the pole his last trip. 

Reaching Sydney, July 17, the real journey was be- 
gun, and after successful voyage Cape York was 
reached August After encountering some difficulties 
from the ice floes, the Roosevelt was finally established 
winter quarters Cape Sheridan, Grant Land, 
September Here the little party made extended prep- 
arations for the long, dark winter, the commander 
knowing how necessary was keep his party good 
health and spirits. While provisions were taken land 
and shelter provided prevent accidents, the steamer 
was lived in, not only the commander and his crew, 
but the Eskimos whom had brought with him. 
One the serious difficulties that began confront 
Commander Peary early November was the 
dying his dogs. Upon them much depended that 
exhausted every effort save them, but lost many 
spite all his efforts. 

speaking his discovery, Commander Peary de- 
clared that was too exhausted experience any 
great satisfaction which must come long-attempted 
task completed. spent about thirty hours making 
observations, then having left the flag his country 
behind him, set out rejoin his companions. Com- 
mander Peary established, without doubt, the fact that 
there land within the parallel. 

The North Pole was again reached 1926, air- 
plane and airship dirigible, although actual land- 
ing was made the Pole. May 1926, Lieutenant 
Commander Richard Ev- 
elyn Byrd and Floyd 
Bennett pilot, flew 
from King’s Bay, Spitz- 
bergen, and around the 
North Pole and returned 
safe his starting point 
after flight fifteen 
hours. Two 
Captain Roald Amundsen, 
with party also headed 
Colonel Umberto No- 
bile and Lincoln Ells- 
worth, American, 
the Italian-built dirigible 
left from the 
same base, King’s Bay, 
Spitzbergen, and flew over 
the North Pole May 
12. Thus this most north- 
ern point the earth’s 
latitude, was visited twice 
within three days. Neither 
expedition saw any sign 
land the Pole. The 
“Norge” continued her 
flight reach goal 
somewhere the Ales- 
kan coast. After passing 
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the Pole, the “Norge” encountered terrific storms, with 
snow and hail, which prevented any aerial survey 
the territory passed over. The dirigible was almost 
constantly danger destruction, but landing was 
finally effected Teller, Alaska, after flight about 
1,800 miles. was hoped that the Amundsen expedi- 
tion would able map great stretches land, 
hitherto unknown, especially the section between the 
North Pole and Alaska, but due the storms encoun- 
tered, not much information was secured concerning 
the nature the territory passed over. 

The Antarctic regions are not easily accessible. 
Ernest Shackleton the “Endurance” penetrated Wed- 
dell Sea degrees south latitude, degrees west 
longitude. landing could made, except the 
ice, and the ship was eventually crushed the ice. 
1917, Shackleton rescued seven men the “Aurora,” 
which had been marooned Ross Sea. 

Shackelton again made Antarctic voyage the 
“Quest” 1921, but died South Georgia 1922, 
after having reached new positions the Antarctic 
hitherto unknown. 

the last issue the Scientific Magazine read: 
“After year and two months spent the isolation 
the Antarctic wastes, the Byrd Expedition returning 
civilization bringing new information concerning the 
mysterious ice-covered continent which lies the 
South Pole. Costing more than million dollars and 
carrying the most elaborate scientific equipment ever 
prepared for trip exploration, the expedition col- 
lected data which will aid workers many fields 
science. 

“The first result the expedition will the remak- 
ing maps the Antarctic continent. least three 
hitherto unknown ranges mountains were sighted 
Byrd and his companions their flight the South 
Pole. These mountains must placed the map. 
Additional information value geographers con- 
tained the aerial survey films which 150,000 
square miles Antarctic territory were mapped. Accu- 
rate soundings the depths the water the Bay 
Whales were taken. There has been much discussion 
whether the Antarctic really continent 
all. Some geographers maintain series islands 
covered ice. The observations made the Byrd 
expedition may have bearings upon the final decision 
this moot point. 

“Tt was found that the character and structure 
the rocks composing Queen Maud Range are entirely 
different from those composing Graham Land and the 
Andes Mountains. This discovery considered highly 
important geographers proves that the old 
hypothesis that the Queen Maud Range part the 
Andes false. 

natural history many specimens Antarctic life 
were obtained and the most complete data yet collected 
upon the habits the seals, whales, and penguins, 
that live the South Polar regions were assembled. 
The observatory established the expedition made 
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hourly records showing wind velocity and direction, 
barometric pressure, temperature, and humidity. di- 
rect connection between the weather the Antarctic 
and the weather many parts the globe believed 
exist. For instance, meteorologists have observed that 
severe winter the South Orkney Islands, near the 
Antarctic Circle means drought three and half 
years later the Argentine wheat belt. the Antarctic 
winter mild, abundant rain and fine crop result 
the South American country. 

“They also link the Antarctic weather with the mon- 
soons India, and they believe has much with 
the height water the floods the Nile. Perhaps 
study the data collected the Byrd expedition 
will aid the scientists better understanding how 
much the world’s weather affected the condi- 
tions near the South Pole.”

Poor Equipment 
The school building the same little two-room 
house which mother went school. has the same 
little old rusty stove that refused stubbornly draw, 
even mother’s day. has the same old slate black- 
board that refuses record even the softest chalk. 
The pastor handicapped. Shall new roof for 
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the school building paint the church walls? The 
good Sisters all they can bring the equipment 
the standard other schools, but what can they 
give who have nothing material value their own? 

The parish made families comfortable 
means. They all have their cars, and most them own 
radio. Still seems terrible waste money 
them buy equipment for the school. That school was 
good enough for them, just was, why not for 
their children? They not seem progress. 
Because they not allow themselves become ac- 
tively connected with their children regard their 
school problem. They assume the attitude that when 
they have seen them off school each morning prop- 
erly dressed and fed, that they have done their duty, 
and ends there. Some the parents, who have not 
taken the time glance the direction the school- 
house they hurry Mass Sunday mornings, 
could not tell you the color the last coat paint 
the building, provided, course, there remained 
still enough paint seen. These parents never 
think visiting the school. The busy farm mother 
does not have time. With her usually large family 
children she busy from early morning until late 
night. This same woman, however, would never fail 
give afternoon tend some sick neighbor. 
She would doing only what she considered her Chris- 
tian duty. Just should she consider her duty 
take active part the affairs her children; she 
should give least one afternoon month attend 
the parent-teachers meeting the school. 


School Terms

schools grave one. perfect attendance record 
thing unheard the country. Every teacher knows 
that good schoolwork, child must each day’s 
work. The loss only one day out week puts 
child back that his progress retarded greatly. 
were just the loss time account sickness 
the individual child would not amount much, 
but mothers rural children think nothing keeping 
their children out school for the slightest excuse. 

hog-killing time the older boys stay home. 
there sickness the families the older married 
sisters, the older girls are kept out help. These ab- 
sences often extend into period weeks time. 
The average school term the rural child only six 
seven months the most, and some places 
shorter term kept. the father decides plant 
earlier, the boys are taken from school short notice.

Occasionally Catholic educator, his zeal 
champion the parochial school, enlist the sup- 
port which entitled, and thus insure its iden- 
tity and stability, resorts the negative method 
attacking the public school. 

Are these attacks upon the Nation’s system edu- 
cation really expedient and wise? Are they necessary 
Cannot the Catholic parochial school promoted 
effectively along affirmative lines? Its mission 
clearly established, its being, essential part 
the faith, well defined, and its religious objectives 
once apparent, that negative methods seem su- 
perfluous.

“What schools and what education? These men had 
secular school mind, for they postulated religion 
and morality. The only schools they had known were 
schools which the teaching religion and morality 
was accorded primacy not merely honor, but 
fact and necessity. was such schools they thought, 
and the schools which they recommended 
furtherance and protection good government the 
vast empire opened the Ordinance, were schools 
which taught the pupils religion and morality. 

“Rehearsing these dusty truisms American his- 
tory, let take letter, penned from ‘United 
States, September 17, and signed ‘George Wash- 
ington.’ The famous Farewell Address, was not the 
work Washington alone. Submitted number 
his associates, notably Madison and Alexander Hamil- 
ton, sets forth the political philosophy the men 
who founded this Republic. find the same 
insistence upon the need religion the schools.

“Washington thought that the best method pro- 
moting religion and morality the new Republic was 
teach religion and morality the children the 
schools. ‘Promote, then,’ concludes, ‘as object 
primary importance, institutions for the general diffu- 
sion knowledge.’ Those who argue that Washington 
had mind the secular systems today, can main- 
tain their point only rejecting the very premises 
upon which Washington based his conclusion.” 

The Catholic parochial school thrives best upon 
affirmative adherence its lofty and accepted cause. 
That cause needs apology, defense. should 
explained with great care our fellow citizens who 
not understand its basis, its purpose, its history, 
its results. 

The Catholic institutions learning, exemplified 
this country, from the smallest kindergarten the 
largest university, have not only justified their being 
but have commanded the confidence and respect 
the country generally. They have, under beneficent 
form government, been permitted realize the as- 
pirations and the finer traditions the Church, with- 
out hindrance interference. 

they have been able realize the educational ob- 
jectives the faith was through affirmative rath- 
than negative policy; through strict adherence 
given task rather than attack upon the other 
man’s task; planning, building, and rearing great 
structure without wasting time criticize, disparage, 
ridicule the conceptions and efforts others. 

There are good reasons why the relations be- 
tween the parochial and the public school should not 
amicable and pleasant. The scope and function 
each established. Each has task perform. The 
products the two schools are destined mingle 
friends, neighbors, citizens. Mutual respect 
and amity can maintained without sacrifice 
principle, impairment the faith. think that 
shall get further achieving our own purpose 
following technique such Bishop Spalding’s rather 
than that our recent too vociferous protagonists. 
Says Bishop Spalding: 

“It not possible for enlightened mind not 
take profound interest our great system public 
education. this need not think the best 
system. may deem defective important re- 
quisities. may hold, hold, that the system 
minor importance, the kind teacher being all 
important. But loves his country, loves 
human excellence, has faith man’s capacity 
for growth, cannot but turn his thoughts, with 
abiding attention and sympathy, the generous and 
determined efforts powerful and vigorous people 
educate themselves. Were our public-school systems 
nothing more than the nation’s profession faith 
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the transforming power education, would 
omen good and ground for hope; and one cannot 
more useful work than help form public 
opinion which will accept with thankfulness the free 
play all sincere minds about this great question, 
and which will cause the genuine lovers our coun- 
try turn contempt from the clamors politicians 
and bigots are apt raise when honest man utters 
honest thought this all-important subject.” 

That, course, did not mean that Bishop Spalding 
bated one jot tittle his loyalty Catholic edu- 
cation, nor did prevent his working out very 
able essay the same volume his, the conclusion: 
“The denominational system popular education 
the right system. The secular wrong system.” 

This line thought recalls mind rather strik- 
ing illustration extraordinarily effective exposi- 
tion Catholic points view. you recall the 
extraordinary quality the statements issued the 
great prelates the Church who attended the Euchar- 
istic Congress Chicago? How gracious! How appre- 
ciative! How apt! How wise! How disarming its 
effect critics! How consoling and elevating! 

Some our contemporary protagonists the 
Church might learn much simplicity, calmness, 
charm, graciousness, incisiveness, and uncompromis- 
ing loyalty the Church those statements. Loyalty 
the Church does not mean blatancy, nor sensation- 
alism, “much speaking,” nor fiery polysyllables. 

Why not learn Him Who meek and humble 
heart. Read the Sermon the Mount.

The library section is undoubtedly the most constructive section of the 
N.C.E.A. This section was responsible for the Catholic Periodical Index 
now happily launched, a very useful guide to Catholic periodical literature. 
The proposal made by Mr. O'Rourke for a comprehensive bibliography 
of Catholic books before 1931 and a current bibliography of books pub- 
lished annually beginning with 1931 is a much-needed service to Catholic 
education. It would be useful and fruitful all along the line. From the 
standpoint of Catholic education, the works essentially Catholic in spirit 
should be included though written by non-Catholics, and books written 
by Catholics that are dubious, at least, in their attitude toward things 
Catholics should be specifically marked. We hope that, whatever is im- 
mediately done, the supplementary projects will be undertaken. 


author bibliography, are faced with decided 

and deplorable paucity usable material. Al- 
though Catholic librarians may exonerated 
guilt for the present conditions the plea finan- 
cial and numerical inability the past, cannot 
reasonably expect have this excuse accepted forever. 
Rightfully may point with pride the Catholic 
Periodical Index, but what are going about 
the vast crop books and pamphlets that have been 
and are being produced increasing numbers Cath- 
olic authors? our intention continue bemoan- 
ing our sad plight though doing nothing better the 
which these books and pamphlets may put their 
greatest possible use the matter Catholic edu- 
cation 

Believing that all are more less familiar with 
the several extant types lists which differ greatly 
from one another purpose, subject inclusion, and 
format, plan devote the greater portion 
this paper endeavor outline suggested pro- 


appraisal the existing state Catholic- 


gram procedure, from which may evolved the 
very near future the efforts our mem- 
bers, reference tool that will utmost value and 
practical use all libraries, librarians, schools, teach- 
ers, Catholic clergy and laity. 


Present Sources Inadequate 


For the purpose refreshing our memories, let 
briefly consider the sources now hand. First, have 
the catalogues Catholic publishers, such those 
Benziger Brothers, Bruce Publishing Company, 
Herder, Kenedy, Burns and Oates, and the Catholic 
Truth Society, which the Benziger lists Catholic 
books English print are the most comprehensive, 
though poorly arranged. Second order general im- 
portance are the various public-library lists 
olic Books and Books Catholic Authors the Li- 
brary,” such those the Pittsburgh Carnegie Li- 
brary, the Cleveland Public Library, the Worcester 
Public Library, the Washington Public Library, the 
Chicago Public Library, and the Philadelphia Free 
Library, each which is, course, limited the fact 
that most use only the library which repre- 
sents. Then there are, the Catalogue Catholic Books 
the English and German Languages, compiled 
Francis which very greatly antiquated 
the date its publication, 1904, Bookcase, 
Guide Sound and Interesting Reading, compiled 
Father Reville, S.J., augmented and revised 1928 
Father Talbot, S.J., the Reference Catalogue Se- 
lected Works Wholesome Fiction, compiled Ma- 
dame Cecilia, religious St. Andrew’s Convent 
London, and published 1923 Burns and Oates, 
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the Catalogue Novels and Tales Catholic 
Writers, which also contains very interesting and 
pointed article “Catholic Novels and Novelists,” 
compiled and edited Stephen Brown, S.J., and 
published 1928 the Central Catholic Library 
Association Dublin, the fiction lists and catalogs 
books for Catholic readers issued the Interna- 
tional Catholic Truth Society, and Catholic Truth and 
Catholic Book Notes, issued bimonthly the Catholic 
Truth Society London. addition these have 
our disposal Finotti’s Bibliographia Catholica 
Americana which list books Catholic authors 
published America from 1784 1820, the reading 
lists the Catholic Encyclopedia, the United States 
Catalogue and Cumulative Book Index under the divi- 
sion “Roman Catholic Church Catholic Authors,” 
the English Catalogue Books, and the several peri- 
odical indexes that give listings under the subject head- 
ing “Catholic Authors.” 

order obtain the best possible service from 
these foregoing lists, absolutely necessary for 
use them complements and supplements one 
another, which well know impractical and very 
difficult account the differences individual 
viewpoint and make-up. Some include not only books 
Catholic authors, but also books non-Catholic 
authors that portray Catholic atmosphere and prin- 
ciple, and exclude books Catholic authors that lack 
these characteristics. Some are divided subject, 
others are strict author-and-title alphabets, while still 
others cover only one subject. Practically all are poor- 
arranged, and those that are not have other short- 
comings which cannot overlooked. 

view the fact that probably each one has 
experienced uncomfortable and possibly embarassing 
situations brought about our inadequacies the 
field Catholic bibliography, feel very positive that 
are one voice agreeing that something worth 
while and scholarly must done and quickly, alle- 
viate the pressure that bearing more heavily each 
year passes. 


Working Suggestions 

Before going into the actual projected plan, allow 
offer few preliminary suggestions for your consid- 
eration. wish strengthen our product avoid- 
ing some very unwieldy future problems, must now 
determine upon several definite and distinctive lines 
demarcation. First, the purpose our project 
provide permanent and comprehensive catalogue 
Catholic author contributions the field books, 
which will material assistance the progress 
Catholic education affording the basic source from 
which nucleus book lists for our schools and col- 
leges may derived; second, for our present purposes, 
shall limit our entries this catalog publica- 
tions appearing English, this being the language 
with which the majority our members most famil- 
iar, which the greatest amount Catholic-author 
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production exists, and which therefore holds out the 
best beginning; third, Catholic authors mean 
those who are and those who during their lives were 
commonly accepted members the Catholic 
Church; fourth, all publications Catholic authors 
are included, not merely those which have 
Catholic basis; and inclusion does not necessarily 
mean recommendation fifth, all publications non- 
Catholic authors are excluded whether Catholic 
theme not. (In explanation this, let say 
emphatically, that not consider all works non- 
Catholic authors the contrary, many 
them are essential well-rounded Catholic reading 
list) sixth, translations into English are in- 
cluded, for they are properly classed with the language 
which they originally appear. will source 
great disappointment not hear vehe- 
ment criticism these points, particularly the third, 
fourth, and fifth, view the many much-debated 
ideas Catholic literature now prevalent. How- 
ever, accept the purpose set forth, all these 
limitations seem necessary but, order help bring 
about decision representative this section, let 
express the fullest extent our own personal opinions. 

Having fairly well fixed our minds the present 
state affairs and the very good reasons why 
should attempt improvement, may now look the 
project with more definite knowledge and from 
more intelligent point view. Due the fact that 
must consider past, current, and future publications, 
let us, for purposes expediency, divide the plan into 
two main parts, the first which shall include 
the books published before 1931 Catholic authors 
born after 1800, and the other those works Cath- 
olic authors which will appear during and after 1931. 
very evident, will much easier compile 
bibliography the items are produced than will 
back over more than one hundred years 
publications. For this reason, let first take part 
two, the end which annual Catholic Author 
Bibliography. 

Presupposing for sake convenience that the idea 
the intended bibliography has been given the ap- 
proval and support this section, and that commit- 
tee has been appointed proceed with the project 
official, systematic, and businesslike manner, the 
suggested plan consists simply this: First, that each 
member the committee assigned number 
publishers with the result that the whole field Eng- 
lish and American publishers will second, 
that the committee draw form letter, copies 
which are sent each committee member all 
the publishers his her quota, requesting assistance 
the compilation the bibliography third, that this 
form letter embrace the request that upon publication 
book, pamphlet, brochure, broadside Cath- 
olic author, notice forwarded the publisher 
the committee member who enters the fourth, 
that the requested notice give the following informa- 
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name and dates, complete title 
work, number pages volumes, price, publisher, 
place and date publication, and brief descriptive 
note; fifth, that the committee member upon receipt 
these notices, index them completely neces- 
sary form catalogue cards which shall have been 
decided upon and supplied the committee; sixth, 
that these catalogue cards then sent the central 
clearing house for all entries, preferably the office 
the committee chairman, possible, where they are 
edited and filed preparation for their permanent 
abode, the book catalogue. 

does not seem all illogical think that all pub- 
lishers will comply with the request, for the procedure 
their part will entail very little difficulty, and will 
means very inexpensive advertising for them. 
However, the bare possibility that strike snag 
with this method, there alternative suggested, 
which unfortunately would mean more work for the 
committee, and would probably result less accu- 
rate and product. the event that the 
committee unable get the publishers’ codperation, 
the only feasible path left open that alloting 
the committee members the publishers’ catalogues in- 
stead the publishers themselves. evident, this 
method will make necessary for the committee 
very familiar with the names Catholic authors 
order produce the best possible results. Instead 
having all the needed information handed them, 
they will have dig out. Nevertheless, whatever the 
result might be, would least great improve- 
ment present conditions. Let not, however, give 
the first method until are positive that have 
to. publisher should reply the request saying 
that will unable assistance, think that 
after waiting short time, would wise for the 
committee enter second request, informing him 
the porminent publishers who have agreed help, and 
enumerating the advantages that will accrue his 
business having his publications entered the 
Catholic Author Bibliography. 


Practical Project 

Having decided upon the material and limitations 
entry and the methods used procuring entries, 
now arrive that point the procedure where 
must consider the frequency publication and the 
physical make-up our product. seems that 
wish fulfill the ultimate purpose the bibliography, 
should published least annually, and en- 
hance its practical value cumulated about every 
four five years. the question arrangement 
entries, sure that agree the dictionary 
catalogue order, with all authors, titles, and subjects 
one alphabet. Experience shows that this the most 
usable arrangement all but very remote instances. 
The matters size, binding, and publisher are such 
minor importance that there need discussing 
them here. seems reasonable leave these points 
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entirely the discretion the committee. can see 
reason why the soliciting subscriptions and dona- 
tions reserve fund insure publication the first 
annual volume, should not carried out the man- 
ner employed for the Catholic Periodical Index. 

Let now back the first part the plan 
which deals with books published before 1931 Cath- 
olic authors born after 1800. The result aimed 
practically the same nature part two, except 
that will not annual volume, will not attempt 
include all pamphlets, brochures, and broadsides, 
and will differently arranged entry. This 
primarily catalogue books, with entries for such 
pamphlets and other types printed verbal expres- 
sion will casually come the attention the com- 
piler. You notice that mention 1800 the year with 
which begin. This does not mean that should 
disregard the importance books published au- 
thors born before that time. This date but sugges- 
tion, arising from the belief that the greatest amount 
material useful our purposes has been published 
authors born since then, and that best results will 
obtained starting there and bringing out some- 
thing concrete soon possible, instead spending 
lot valuable time searching for hidden information 
about books published before that period. Why not 
complete the most useful thing first, and then take 
the books published authors born before 1800? 
our fond hope cover eventually the entire field 
Catholic authorship, but behooves start slowly 
and plough furrow furrow instead staking out 
more than may able cultivate. 

Proceeding with the idea that this division the 
plan has the same chairman part two find that 
the best way treat the material under consideration 
divide subject, for example, into the ten 
main classes the Dewey Decimal Classification. 
this point, necessary get volunteer compilers, 
each whom will cover one the subjects. suggest 
volunteers preference appointees because feel 
that most have not the time devote the 
work, although are most willing what can. 
the chairman unable secure sufficient num- 
ber volunteers cover all the subjects, the best 
method pursue would that attacking the sub- 
jects the order their importance, our project; 
namely, literature, history, religion, philosophy, sociol- 
ogy, natural science, philology, fine arts, and general 
works. also possible for one person handle two 
these subjects without great additional difficulty. 
However, there should least ten who are 
able offer some our spare time such worthy 
cause. 

deciding the fullness entry have problem, 
because frequently will impossible obtain all 
the desired information. However, should follow 
closely possible the entry inclusion suggested for the 
annual catalogues, giving for each entry all the biblio- 
graphical data that are able secure. the mat- 
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ter entry arrangement, with each volume embracing 
only one subject, seems wise break the gen- 
eral subject into broad subdivisions for example, “Lit- 
erature,” into history and criticism, collections, novels, 
poetry, drama, juveniles, etc., and under each these 
subdivisions employ strict alphabetical author 
arrangement, with cross-indexing title. Symmetry 
the size and binding the several volumes should 
sought, for within the next five years the very 
most, should have ten-volume bibliography 
books published the English language before 1931 
Catholic authors born after 1800, which will 
supplemented the annual catalogue previously out- 
lined, and, evidently, will most satisfactory ap- 
pearance, all the volumes have the same external 
physical make-up.

During the past eight months, have been using 
some leisure time the “Literature” division 
this plan, and present have approximately nine 
hundred authors who are eligible for entry. com- 
piling this array, have gone through all the extant 
sources which have been able secure, conse- 
quence which, impulse has been given majority 
the suggestions have made the plan pro- 
cedure.

does not pretend any means comprehensive, 
but includes addition the items have been able 
obtain, those sources which know exists, but 
which yet have not succeeded procuring.

However, can safely said that 
have our disposal most our crude tools. What are 
going make with them? 

conclusion, let once again remind you that all 
the points both parts the foregoing plan are 
merely suggestions, which your duty ex- 
press opinions and arrived decision. result 
this presentation our weak bibliographical status, 
hope see materialized before this conven- 
tion comes close, the suggested committee which 
will immediately take the initial steps the proce- 
dure. are not justified sitting back feeling satis- 
fied with our one child, the Catholic Periodical Index, 
for does seem, with all due consideration other 
projects, that our next contribution the advance- 
ment Catholic education should the birth 
the Catholic-Author Bibliography.

SOME LITTLE WAYS 
Sister Rafaelita Carmody, S.C. 


With September comes the opening school, and the 
young teacher beginners may wonder, What shall 
this first day? 

When the tiny ones are gathered schoolroom for the 
first time, they find themselves among strangers, with home- 
sickness tugging their little hearts. One the easiest ways 
make them forget their lonesomeness tell them 
story and show them how play that story. 

Take nursery rime, “Little Miss for example; 
say the lines over two three times and when the children 
can repeat them, select little girl Miss Muffit and 
tiny boy the spider. Miss Muffit sits chair stool 
and pretends eating “curds and whey,” while the rest 
the children recite the verse. the words, “Along came 
spider,” the little boy creeps and crouches near Miss 
Muffit, who looks him, and then, the children say, “And 
frightened Miss Muffit away,” the little girl runs away 
pretended fear. 

After this dramatization the children are more ease and 
ready learn short sentence. every Catholic classroom 
there crucifix. Under this crucifix, print the black- 
board, “This God.” Point the cross and 
this?” The children will answer, “God.” But you want the 
sentence, God.” Call child come and point 
the cross and tell the class story about God. You repeat the 
question, “Who this?” and will respond, God.” 
you point each word say very slowly, “This 


God.” Cover with your hand, the word, “This,” and ask, 
“What you see?” Now they will recognize the words, 
God.” Then cover “God” and let them tell the words left 
visible. 

Your pupils are tired now and little fresh air will them 
good. Take them the playground and after they have had 
few minutes freedom, say, “Children are going 
play new game. First will stand two long lines.” Gently 
arrange them the order desired. place mine according 
size, with the smallest leaders. 

“Now look the child front you you will know 
where you come the line. Are you ready? When ring this 
bell run down the fence, quietly and when ring again, 
run back the same places you have now.” 

course, they will not able this the first time, 
but keep practicing and probably after the sixth seventh 
race the fence you will surprised the quietness with 
which they fall into line. this time they are ready 
back the room. They are tired let them lay their heads 
the desks; tell them close their eyes and this way 
let them relax for ten minutes. 

Unless the teacher has order she cannot teach successfully. 
Order can secured the first grade without ironclad rules. 
Teach the little ones rise and sit and walk and run without 
noise disorder. Say soft voice you were telling 
secret, “We are going learn stand and sit without making 
any noise. must like little fairies. When say, one. you 
must stand.” (Tell them which aisle stand. “When 
say, two, sit down.” Practice over and over again until they 
rise and sit quietly. 

When this accomplished, say, “We are going play 
that are having company; and when company comes in, 
must rise and smile and say, morning.” This 
must said unison, there more practice. 


Send little one out pretend the caller. This kind 


practice will bear more fruit, for children love pretend 
and things become real them they can dramatize. 

These are just some little ways that have found useful 
own experience. have been satisfied with the results, 
but fear that some children not realize the importance 
their achievement their first day school. Once after had 
worked hard the manner outlined, the reverend pastor 
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came just before dismissal and asked bright eyed young- 
ster, Charles, what did you learn today?” and Charles 
stood and said, Father.” 


FOR THE ENGLISH TEACHER 
Mary Partridge 


Nothing more wearisome less inspiring than the correc- 
tion written exercises, yet nothing more necessary for 
the establishing good pupil reactions the English de- 
partment. Not every English instructor has the perseverance 
and the patience accomplish even fraction what she 
must realize possible pupil attainment for those under 
her care. the purpose this short article suggest 
two workable methods handling the principal matter pro- 
posed classes English composition. 

For convenience discussion, English composition will 
grouped free work and dictation. Free work will under- 
stood include letters, assembling research materials into 
sequence and form, reports lectures, résumés books read, 
and all ordinary written recitation. Oral procedure needs en- 
tirely separate discussion and will not included this 
article. The economical correction necessary written work 

Out-of-class written work, aside from outlines, plans, and 
rough notes, apt either too carelessly done 
any value, obviously ‘or cleverly defeat 
its purpose. Its utility can seriously questioned. such 
work done the classroom with the teacher hand 
supervise the problem all its steps, there immediate 
shift emphasis positive criticism. This reflected 
the natural constructive zeal the pupil. With advice and 
help hand, has more self-confidence attacking his task. 
the English room there should abundant reference ma- 
terials the way dictionary and grammar texts and such 
other books may useful the particular piece work 
has do. The teacher should allow her pupils advise 
one another quietly, exchange finished papers for mutual 
corrections and satisfy friendly curiosity. When these pa- 
pers are handed in, they should not receive minute destructive 
criticism. When read the class, the pupils should en- 
couraged suggest and discuss possible improvement rather 
than listen for mistakes and faults. Only very good work 
should given the pupil for careful preservation the 
permanent notebook. Those pupils who have time, and are 
inclined, should encouraged illustrate their own and 
their neighbor’s composition work drawings and sketches 
any medium they wish employ. Quick pupils may 
allowed read study when their assignment for the day 
has been completed. the school has publication which 
pupils are expected contribute, well have the class 
pass editorially all matter submitted members the 
class. This develops sense responsibility and stimulates 
worthy endeavor. 

none this written work were corrected detail for 
spelling, punctuation, and grammar, except general discus- 
sions before the class the errors found prevalent, there 
would constructively better results. child who receives 
corrected paper condition resembling fourth-of-July 
celebration can expected experience anything but 
negative reaction. pupil whose paper shows ignorance 
carelessness should taken into private conference, his 
attention called his errors, and directions given him for 
his future guidance. should told quietly, but very seri- 
ously, that credit can given for such work. This should 
followed firm refusal the part the teacher 
accept any paper which these faults persist. the next 
offense, the pupil’s work should refused, with the remark 
that the spelling grammar penmanship will not 
do. The pupil may then correct his own paper, copy neatly 
and offer again. cannot bring his own paper into some 
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taken after school for few days till has learned 
the others do. twenty-five years teaching, the author 
this paper has found pupil who failed respond this 
treatment. Kindly encouragement, sympathetic help, and un- 
relenting demands for reasonable obedience will lift any nor- 
mal child satisfactory plane accomplishment. Persuade 
the child that can and will. 

The second field written work, dictation, has very great 
possibilities the English teacher. The ordinary prepared, 
extemporaneous, dictation has little value. Its results are most 
discouraging. Words will omitted, spelling will most 
extraordinary, and punctuation delightfully original. Even 
grammatical errors will stealthily creep in. The only way 
give good dictation give the way competent lawyer 
would dictate important paragraph. the first place, the 
matter the dictation exercise should well worth writing 
and well worth keeping. The dictation should written 
loose-leaf paper that can bound into permanent form. 
should written ink, and one side the sheet only. 
The teacher should read slowly and distinctly, pausing the 
close each phrase, and interpolating “comma,” “period,” 
“quotes,” “paragraph,” and the spelling any unusual word 
encountered. And pupil’s signal for “repeat, please,” 
ing, please,” should acceded promptly and without com- 
ment. These papers should graded “perfect,” and 
“not accepted.” Grades should mean just what they say 
every paper should perfect. there are any mistakes, say 
three four, the paper “poor,” and the pupil must copy 
“perfect” paper after class. his copy still be- 
comes “not accepted.” “not accepted” paper always irre- 
vocably so, and forfeits grade. This sort discipline raises 
class surprising level perfection very short time 
the cost very little actual effort, and invariably brings 
results. Papers this kind can graded rapidly, sacri- 
fice accuracy the teacher’s estimate the pupil’s indi- 
vidual reaction. Pupils trained write faultless dictation 
exercise establish habit doing things really well. They 
will hand more slovenly exercises.

$1,000 prize the writer the best 500-word history 
the United States. the 3,757 contestants, the paper 
Professor Sweet, the department history the 
University Chicago, won first prize.

The author’s ability condense 
significant facts makes the essay interest also classes 
English. 

“The crusades first aroused European interest oriental 
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products, while the Italians, whose ships carried the later 
crusaders the holy places, became the principal distributors 
eastern wares. Italy taught navigation all western Eu- 
rope, and expanding trade led discovery new lands. Dur- 
ing the sixteenth century Englishmen were trained the 
sea, the seventeenth saw established England’s American col- 
onies, while economic and religious conditions Britain and 
western Europe were responsible for furnishing colonists. 
Gradually similar governments developed among England’s 
thirteen colonies, and almost without her knowledge great 
colonial empire was arising America, carrying its affairs 
with little interference from the mother country. 

“Following century warfare between France and Brit- 
ain for the control North America, which the English 
were victorious, England for the first time became fully aware 
her growing and prosperous colonies, which determined her 
attempt larger control over them. Such policy met strong 
colonial resistance, resulting, after ten years increasing 
agitation, war which eventually brought independence. 
Achievement independence meant the overthrow the 
old forms control and made new governments necessary. 
The first federal constitution proved too weak bind the 
thirteen states into strong nation, but the crisis thus created 
served bring forward the best minds the infant republic. 
second constitution was formulated, admirably suited 
meet the nation’s April, 1789, new govern- 
ment was launched with George Washington the helm. 

“For four decades conservative leaders long experience 
controlled national affairs. Credit destroyed war and weak 
government was restored, and wise foreign policy adopted. 
Beginning with Andrew Jackson, new forces began mani- 
fest themselves, arising out the newer sections the 
nation, created the vast movement population west- 
ward, while new type democracy appeared advocating 
policies growing out the needs rapidly expanding 
frontier. 

“Slavery, through the mighty impetus given cotton culture, 
fastened itself upon the south and the middle the nine- 
teenth century had become the chief political, economic, and 
religious issue before the nation. Out this situation devel- 
oped sectionalism, and 1861 civil war could longer 
avoided, then through four years terrible struggle, Abraham 
Lincoln, the world’s ideal democratic ruler, guided the nation 
peace. 

“There followed two decades political and economic ad- 
justment, which brought the south greater humiliation than 
even defeat the battlefield. Then ensued era unprece- 
dented economic development, characterized monster cor- 
porations and vast individual fortunes, followed 
war with Spain which gave the United States new posses- 
sions and new world responsibility. 

“Germany’s failure respect our natural rights led the 
United States enter the world war. This threw the balance 
favor the allies, brought defeat Germany and her

Outside the Church these latter are, for the most 
part, presenting naturalistic system character formation, 
acceptable insofar presents the applications newer 
scientific developments this subject, but inadmissable 
its claim perfected educational scheme, Catholics have been 
quick take characterology their own; fact, more than 
decade ago, Father Robert Hull, English Jesuit, pub- 
lished his Formation Character, which, perhaps, was the 
forerunner characterological writings the past few years. 
German Catholic savants have taken some notable excursions 
into this field; one the most outstanding, perhaps, recent 
months, that Dr. Rudolph Allers, Das Werden der sitt- 
lichen Person, Wesen und Werden des Charakters, which 
may translated “The Development the Moral Person, 
The Nature and Formation Character.” Dr. Allers one 
the foremost Viennese authorities and this instance has 
laid before one the most interesting books the 
characterological field. modern educator, particularly 
Catholic, can afford pass this field this contribution. 

First all, Dr. Allers’ work wrestles with the important 
though obvious question: what character; how does 
manifest itself; appanage nature which fatefully 
and inextricably accompanies life’s way, capable 
being molded, guided, and directed, fundamentally and 
radically, training and self-discipline? The author’s answer 
these questions wrapped the fundamental premise 
this work; namely, that erroneous place too much 
faith the importance and influence inheritance, which 
may easily lead complacent fatefulness our attitudes 
toward character development. 

Dr. Allers departs from the well-known paths marked out 
another German educator, Dr. Adler, though the same 
time develops the latter’s tested and proved psychological 
edifice. rejects the “individualistic psychology,” which pro- 
claims that all soul structures are fundamentally alike. His 
thesis the character” comes corol- 
lary his firm belief the existence abiding nucleus 

other words, Dr. Allers headed definitely away from 
all those anti-Christian, and therefore anti-Catholic, teachings 
which either directly indirectly deny the freedom the 
human will which build themselves upon evolutionistic 
theory human development. thoroughly Aristotelian 
and Scholastic. And yet never forgets the demands 
actual life. His words concerning self-esteem, authority, phan- 
tasy, society, problem children, the oldest and the youngest 
child family, well the only child, all prove that 
not content with proving his thesis syllogistically, but 
trying give parents, teachers, and educators guidebook 
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the development character. His discussions concerning 
puberty and sex are particularly valuable for the pedagogue. 
psychiatrist never permits himself carried away 
psychoanalysis except insofar its methods rest proved 
grounds. indeed pleasure proceed with him the 
field characterology realizing all the while that has made 
the latest scientific discoveries the field psychiatry 
responsible the philosophia perennis.

Anton Lang, the remarkable impersonator of the 
Christus character in the Passion Plays of Ober- 
ammergau, will always remain outstanding fig- 
ure in the annals of the great sacred drama. For 
three seasons, 1900, 1910, and 1922, he carried the 
part with marvelous fidelity and effectiveness. 

As a resident of a small village, a potter by 
trade, simple in manner and mode of life, he rose 
to finest heights in the art of dramatic expression. 
impersonated with rare power and impressive- 
ness the greatest character the world had ever 
known. His presentation of the Christus will never 
be forgotten by those fortunate enough to have 
witnessed the same. 

The charm which this character presentation ex- 
cites, as exemplified at Oberammergau, receives an 
added touch in the thought that it is assumed in a 
purely religious rather than a professional or com- 
mercial spirit. amount wealth could prompt 
the simple village people depart from their vow 
present the Passion Play religious offering. 

The writer of this review saw Anton Lang in the 
Passion Play of 1910 and again in 1922. He has 
been the guest and friend of the Lang family, and 
has had the opportunity to know something of the 
unselfish devotion the great Christus impersona- 
tor to his task. Last year in midwinter the writer 
visited with the Langs at Oberammergau, and 
learned much of the home life and the environ- 
ment this interesting family. 

There are those who believe that the Passion 
Players are actuated in their efforts through eco- 
nomic considerations. That belief is, of course, far 
from the truth. The writer knows that Anton Lang 
received for the 70 performances of 1922, in which 
never missed carrying his part with conscientious 
completeness, the munificent sum of seventy cents, 
or ten cents per performance. The Passion Players 
are supposed to receive a compensation that is an 
equivalent to that which they would earn in their 
regular vocation. Anton Lang received less than he 
could have earned during that period at the potter’s 
trade. What applied to Lang applied to the other 
players. 

On days when the great drama was staged Anton 
Lang would attend six o’clock Mass at the village 
church, secure his breakfast at seven, and appear 
the playhouse before eight time assume 
his rdéle. 

The book mentioned in this review was originally
